
Vermont Is Sixth State to Pass Gay Rights Law

Vermont became the sixth 
state to protect gays and les¬ 
bians from discrimination 
April 23 when Gov. Howard 
Dean signed a law that was 
passed the previous week by 
the House and Senate. 


“This bill is about Vermon¬ 
ters standing up for tradition¬ 
al Vermont values,” Dean 
said. “We do not give in to 
bigotry, we do not give in to 
hatred, we do not give in to 
division.” 

Dean, Sen. David Wolk, 
sponsor of the measure, and 


House Speaker Ralph Wright 
then clasped hands and raised 
them high in a salute. 

The law bans discrimina¬ 
tion based on sexual orienta¬ 
tion in banking, credit trans¬ 
actions, employment, housing, 
insurance and public accom¬ 
modations (restaurants, taxis, 


zoos, etc.). Religious organiza¬ 
tions are exempt. 

Keith Goslant, volunteer 
lobbyist for the Vermont 
Coalition of Lesbians and Gay 
Men, called the law’s passage 
“incredible.... This deals with 
all Vermonters making sure 
we are offered the same op¬ 


portunities.” 

Goslant said lobbying by 
openly gay Rep. Ronald 
Squires, Vermont’s only open¬ 
ly gay legislator, was one key 
to the bill’s success. 

“There were many mem¬ 
bers of this body who I think

SACRAMENTO - When 
14-year-old E. J. Byington left 
Easter services at the Capital 
Christian Center and went 
outside to join Queer Nation 
protesters who staged a 
demonstration against the 
church’s homophobic pastor, 
his teachings and his political 
agenda, few people could pre¬ 
dict what wouid happen to 
him in the next few hours. 

Byington talked with 
Queer Nationals, was amused 
by the Sisters of Perpetual In¬ 
dulgence and made state¬ 
ments to the media. 

“These are not bad peo¬ 
ple,” he said, “and I think 
they’re right in being here to 
protest. The preaching about 
them is full of hate and is un¬ 
fair — they’re just people.” 

All the while Byington was 
talking to the demonstrators 
he was under surveillance by 
men wearing suits and 
equipped with earpieces and 
lapel microphones. Some 
would stand on the periphery 
of the group surrounding E.J. 
and listen to what he was say¬ 
ing and make beckoning mo¬ 
tions to get him to come to 
them. 

One demonstrator, Michael 
Gorman, a Sacramento col¬ 


lege instructor and poet, was 
concerned when he heard the 
boy’s history. 

“E.J.’s mother is very ill 
and he’s a ward of the court 
in Nebraska, which has no 
long-term living facilities for 
kids — and E.J. has no rela¬ 
tives there anymore,” Gorman 
said. “So he was sent out here 
to live with his aunt, who is a 
member of Capital Christian 
Center. I became concerned 
when I saw the sinister re¬ 
sponse to E.J.’s idealistic act 
in joining us, so I decided I’d 
better try to keep in touch 
with what was happening to 
him.” 

Gorman and other demon¬ 
strators watched as E. J. final¬ 
ly responded to a church se¬ 
curity officer’s statement that 
“somebody inside wants to 
talk to you.” 

Some demonstrators of¬ 
fered to go inside with him 
but E.J. said he’d be all right. 

When he got inside, Bying¬ 
ton was faced with his youth 
pastor, Hector Gutierrez, and 
several others who told him 
that what he did was wrong 
and “against the church.” 

Later, when E.J. left the 
church with his aunt, 
protesters began to chant his 
name. His aunt became infuri-

In response to an increas¬ 
ing level of awareness in the 
lesbian and gay communities 
about alcoholism and other 
damaging effects of alcohol, 
the Health and Hospitality 
Council of Santa Clara spon¬ 
sored a seminar April 29 
to educate bar staff about non¬ 
alcoholic beverage alternatives. 

The council is a coalition 
of bar owners, health and law 
enforcement agencies, and 
San Jose’s Billy DeFrank Les¬ 
bian and Gay Community 
Center. 

The seminar was created 


specifically for establishments 
that are interested in meeting 
the needs of their lesbian and 
gay clientele who are in re¬ 
covery from alcohol or drug 
addiction, are driving, who do 
drink alcohol but “pace them¬ 
selves” by interspersing non¬ 
alcoholic or low-alcohol con¬ 
tent drinks between alcoholic 
drinks, and who simply 
choose not to drink alcohol 
for health or other reasons. 

“It’s a timely thing to do. 
This is a trend that’s up and 
coming. Alcohol sales are 
dropping and non-alcoholic 
sales are on the rise,” Lloyd 
Street, a representative from 
Club St. John and a member 


of the council, said. 

By showcasing nearly 50 
different alcohol-free drinks 
ranging from waters to fruit- 
flavored neon drink-mixers to 
de-alcoholized beers, wines 
and spirits, seminar leaders 
hoped to help bar managers 
and staff understand the op¬ 
tions available for their non¬ 
alcohol drinking customers. 

“People in recovery and 
those who choose not to drink 
can still party, can still fill the 
bars and have a good time,” 
Street explained. 

According to Flash Tar- 
bell, who is both the secretary

“In college, I was somehow 
a successful heterosexual. I 
had the right kind of 
boyfriend — it all looked right 
for one, brief, tanned mo¬ 
ment. And I was more spiritu¬ 
ally foreign to myself than 
ever before,” lesbian poet and 
presidential candidate Eileen 
Myles told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “I kept it up for a year 
or two. When it was over, I 
never looked back. 

“I grew up in the extended 
’burbs — where people move 


up to when they leave the 
working class,” said Myles, 
who is running as a write-in 
candidate. “My family went to 


art museums, read books, and 
liked culture. It wasn’t a very 
profound connection to cul-

Shanti Training Goes On 
Despite Criticism, Controversy

Shanti Project’s volunteer 
training went on as scheduled 
April 25-26 despite the criti¬ 
cism and resignations of five 
people on its Volunteer Ser¬ 
vices Advisory Board. 

In his letter of resignation, 
Advisory Board Chair Larry 
Hjort asked Shanti to give up 
the Volunteer Services Pro¬ 
gram so that it could be re¬ 
opened with another AIDS 
service provider or as an inde¬ 
pendent agency. 

“The training does not 
teach empathy in helping a 
volunteer to support a client 
who is dealing with a life- 
threatening disease,” Hjort 
said. “My point, as both a 


client and a volunteer, was 
that they were gutting this 
program. They were turning 
it into a buddy system instead 
of real volunteers providing 
practical and emotional sup¬ 
port to clients, and I’ve facili¬ 
tated seven training programs 
over the last several years.” 

Hjort called for postponing 
training until it could be fur¬ 
ther refined, but Shanti per¬ 
sonnel defended the training. 

“We’re confident that what 
we’re providing at this point 
is the finest training avail¬ 
able,” said John Conley, direc¬ 
tor of volunteer services. 

Deputy Director Melinda 
Paras said that the training 
couldn’t be delayed because 
of waiting clients and because 


of the Centers for Disease 
Control’s impending change 
in the AIDS definition. 

“The new definition of 
AIDS will, in great likelihood, 
take effect July 1,” Paras said. 
“Shanti is looking at a poten¬ 
tial of doubling or tripling our 
caseload. I would like to be 
ready for that and that’s my 
job in terms of planning: to 
make sure that when that 
happens we’re not sitting here 
flat-footed and explaining 
to the community why we 
knew this was happening for 
a year and didn’t make prepa¬ 
rations. 

“The truth is that no two 
trainings at Shanti have ever 
been identical,” Paras said. “I

Activists 
March 
On Jordan 
Over Cuts

More than 200 mental 
health, AIDS and substance 
abuse treatment advocates 
held a rally at City Hall April 
27 to protest additional health 
budget cuts under considera¬ 
tion by Mayor Frank Jordan. 

Jordan has asked the 
Health Department to cut an 
additional $20 million from its 
$571 million annual budget. 

The department earlier re¬ 
duced its budget by 10 per¬ 
cent following Jordan’s man¬ 
date that all city departments 
make such cuts. 

Among the programs slat¬ 
ed for cuts by Health Depart¬ 
ment Director Ray Baxter are 
a lead poisoning prevention 
program for children and ex¬ 
pansion of HIV prevention 
services to youth and others 
at risk for AIDS. 

Baxter has also proposed 
that one of the city’s district 
health centers be closed and 
that six mental health outpa¬ 
tient and residential treat¬ 
ment service programs be 
closed. 

Mammography services 
that test 7,800 women for 
breast cancer annually would 
also be scrapped, under Bax¬ 
ter’s plan and a homeless vet¬ 
eran’s program would also 
lose city funding. 

The cuts drew fierce criti¬ 
cism from social service 
providers and clients of pro¬ 
grams affected by the cuts. 

The Rev. Glenda Hope of 
San Francisco Network Min¬ 
istries, the first social service 
agency to care for people 
with AIDS in the epidemic- 
ravaged Tenderloin, blasted 
the proposed cuts. 

“This is an outrage. God 
judges society by how its 
most vulnerable people are 
treated. We cannot allow this 
to happen,” she said. 

Speakers at the rally in¬ 
cluded representatives from 
Walden House, Baker Places, 
the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation and other groups. 

The cuts would have a 
tremendous impact on ser-

Mayor Frank M. Jordan’s 
request for an additional $20 
million in cuts from the city’s 
annual $571 million health 
budget is drawing howls of 
protest from health-care 
providers and social service 
contractors. 

A first wave of cuts — the 
10 percent mandated by Jor¬ 
dan for all city departments — 
proposed by San Francisco 
Department of Public Health 
Director Ray Baxter 
skimmed $17 million from 
the budget without cutting 
services. 

A second wave of pro¬ 
posed cuts, everyone agrees, 
is deadly and could decimate 
the county’s public health¬ 
care system. 

That’s because Baxter ^pro¬ 


poses to eliminate a wide va¬ 
riety of programs, including 
the expansion of HIV services 
to youth, breast cancer detec¬ 
tion services, the Shanti 
counseling project at SFGH, 
and six mental health outpa¬ 
tient and residential treat¬ 
ment services programs. 

The cuts also call for clos-

ing a district Health Center, 
slashing the number of 
paramedics, cancelling plans 
to TB-proof the Health Cen¬ 
ters, cutting back public health 
nurses, cutting back SFGH 
outpatient services and halt¬ 
ing the lead prevention poi¬ 
soning program. 

It’s a grim picture, as

City College Boots 
Military From Campus

The City College of San 
Francisco Board of Trustees 
on April 23 voted unanimous¬ 
ly to ban U.S. military re¬ 
cruiting from campus. 

Under the resolution, the 
college also will cease doing 
business with the military un¬ 
til it stops discriminating 
against lesbians and gays. In 
the past, City College con¬ 
ducted classes for military 
personnel. 

“I feel pride in the fact that 
City College would do this 
and take this stand for the les¬ 
bian and gay community,” 
said trustee Tim Wolfred, 
who authored the resolution. 
“I think it’s an example of the 
kind of community that we’re 
trying to promote at City Col¬ 
lege where we all are vigilant 
for one another’s rights.” 

No one spoke against the 
resolution, which Wolfred in¬ 
troduced March 26. Last year 
college Chancellor Evan Do- 


belle wrote a letter to Secre¬ 
tary of Defense Dick Cheney, 
asking him to end the mili¬ 
tary’s anti-gay policy. 

“I’ve been talking about 
this issue for a couple of 
years with our gay student 
group which first raised the 
issue on campus in fall ’90,” 
Wolfred said. “It’s an insult to 
us to have the military on 
campus doing their recruiting 
when they openly discrimi¬ 
nate against lesbians and gay 
men for rather hateful and ir¬ 
rational reasons.” 

Wolfred said that the reso¬ 
lution would cause no finan¬ 
cial repercussions for the col¬ 
lege. The government’s only 
legal recourse would be to cut 
off any Defense Department 
funding of the college. But 
the college doesn’t receive 
any Defense Department 
funding. 

Wolfred likened the 
board’s action to United Way 
of the Bay Area’s recent 
move to quit funding Boy

Scouts for its anti-gay policy. 

“The more publicity this 
gets, the more chance other 
colleges will have to do the 
same thing,” Wolfred said. 
“Part of what we want to do 
is set an example and in¬ 
crease the momentum in this 
direction. Any kind of rights 
movement starts with one 
person sitting at a lunch 
counter and it builds. We just 
have to keep pushing the 
rules and the limits every 
chance we get and this is the 
college’s turn.” ▼ 


Supes Slam Plan to Kill 
Condom Distribution

The San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors on April 27 ap¬ 
proved a resolution by Super¬ 
visor Carole Migden that op¬ 
poses a state bill to limit con¬ 
dom distribution. 

State Assemblyman Gil 
Ferguson’s proposed mea¬ 
sure, AB 3230, would make it 
a crime to distribute condoms 
to persons under age 18 with¬ 
in 1,000 feet of public schools. 

The bill would make it a 
misdemeanor to give away or 
sell condoms during the 
hours school is open or when 
minors are on the premises. 

A first-time offender passing 
out condoms would be sub¬ 
ject to a $250 fine. Third-time 
offenders would receive a 
$1,000 fine. Each distribution 
of a single condom package 
would be a violation of the 
proposed law. 

According to Migden’s res¬ 
olution, 5 percent of all visits 


to the city’s venereal disease 
clinic last year were from 
teen-agers and 18 percent of 
all reported sexually transmit¬ 
ted diseases in San Francisco 
involved teen-agers. 

The proposed law has little 
chance of passing, according 
to Carole Stewart, an aide to 
Assemblyman John Burton. 
The bill is in the Assembly 
Public Safety Committee, 
which is headed by Burton. 

“It will be killed,” Stewart 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Ferguson’s bill “threatens 
people’s lives,” said Rob 
Lowe, a spokesman for ACT 
UP/SF. “It basically seems de¬ 
signed to encourage the 
spread of the HIV virus.” 

Board of Education mem¬ 
ber Tom Ammiano minced 
no words in criticizing Fergu¬ 
son for the measure. 

“I don’t think he should be 
allowed within 1,000 yards of 
a public school,” Ammiano 
said. ▼ 


Gay Man 
Bashed 
In Castro

An Easter morning assault 
in the Castro left a gay man 
with a black eye, 13 stitches 
from a cut lip and a broken 
pair of glasses. 

“I was walking on the right 
side of Hartford Street down 
toward 18th. I heard someone 
from across the street and 
looked over. He came out 
from between a couple of 
parked cars and asked me a 
question. I wasn’t quite sure 
of what he was saying,” vic¬ 
tim Rob Borzini said. 

“It was something like, 
‘What kind of a neighborhood 
is this?’ He kept moving over 
to the same side of the side¬ 
walk I was on and I began to 
feel that I was in some dan¬ 
ger. I tried to get around him, 
thinking I could make my 
way to 18th Street safely but 
I was jumped from behind by 
a second person that I wasn’t 
even aware was there,” Borzi¬ 
ni told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “They attacked me 
with fists about the head and 
shoulders. I had enough wits 
about me to yell for help and, 
fortunately, between six and 
eight men came down from 
various apartments and ran 
these thugs off.” 

The incident happened at 
12:15 a.m., when Borzini was 
taking a walk. 

He went to Davies Medical 
Center for treatment and re¬ 
ported the attack to police. 

“The officer was very sym¬ 
pathetic and helpful but also 
indicated that unless I could 
make a positive identification 
from mug shots, pressing any 
formal charges was a waste of 
time,” Borzini said. 

Borzini wrote a letter to 
the editor of gay newspapers 
and the San Francisco Chron¬ 
icle about the incident. Since 
that time, he has been con¬ 
tacted by a witness who pro¬ 
vided him information that 
may lead to the arrest of the 
assailants. ▼

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Activists Sentenced for Actions 
In Last Fall's AB 101 Protests

Three individuals original¬ 
ly charged with felonies stem¬ 
ming from the AB 101 riot at 
the State Building in Septem¬ 
ber 1991 pleaded no contest 
to misdemeanor charges in 
Superior Court this month. 

Alan David Kalbrofsky, 
who was originally charged 
with felony arson, pleaded no 
contest April 9 to misde¬ 
meanor violations of the 
Health and Safety Code re¬ 
garding the negligent dispos¬ 
al of cigarettes or other glow¬ 
ing substances or flammable 
devices. 

Kalbrofsky, a freelance 
writer, received a sentence of 
20 days in the Sheriffs Work 
Alternative Program in lieu 
of incarceration, 100 hours of 
community service and was 


ordered to pay $250 in restitu¬ 
tion. 

Kalbrofsky’s case was plea 
bargained, according to Assis¬ 
tant District Attorney Char¬ 
lotte Martinez, because “he 
didn’t throw anything into a 
room which then lit on fire.” 

According to Martinez, 
Kalbrofsky threw “what 
looked to be like a newspaper 
torch” through the shattered 
front doors of the State Build¬ 
ing and the device landed 
onto broken glass. 

“Yeah, it scorched a rug,” 
Martinez said. “But that’s dif¬ 
ferent than throwing it onto 
paper.” 

Martinez noted that pleas 
of no contest in criminal cases 
are considered guilty pleas. 

Stefan Wray pleaded no 
contest April 21 to misde¬ 
meanor vandalism charges 


and received a 60-day sen¬ 
tence in the sheriff’s work 
program, 50 hours of commu¬ 
nity service and was ordered 
to pay $1,200 in restitution. 

“I don’t like it at all,” Wray 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“Probation is really a drag. 
For three years I have to be 
really careful because I’m a 
political activist. It was rather 
arbitrary. I didn’t expect the 
SWAP to be included as part 
of the plea bargain.” 

The SWAP program in¬ 
cludes work details such as 
trash pick-up along city 
streets and highways. 

Peter Altman also pleaded 
no contest to misdemeanor 
vandalism charges and re¬ 
ceived the same penalty, ex¬ 
cept Altman was ordered to 
pay $2,600 in restitution. ▼

Women of Color Conference 
Marks 7th Empowering Year

In addition to Alice Walk¬ 
er, June Jordan and Angela 
Davis, about 250 women from 
up and down the West Coast 
and across the country attend¬ 
ed the 7th Empowering 
Women of Color Conference 
at U.C. Berkeley and its kick¬ 
off event, Risin’ Up Live, 
April 25-26. 

Organizers say that the stu¬ 
dent-run conference — which 
is intended to be a safe space 
for women of color to share 
their perspectives, ideas and 
concerns — has grown and de¬ 
veloped over the years into a 
nationally recognized forum. 
This year, community partic¬ 
ipants far outnumbered stu¬ 
dents. 

“I think the community re¬ 
sponse has grown over the 
years. In the last two years 
it’s become apparent that we 
need to find better ways to in¬ 
teract with each other and 
other communities,” said Lula 
Fragd, who has been involved 
in the conference planning 


since 1986. “A lot of women 
are eager to have an event 
like this that’s centrally fo¬ 
cused on their experience, 
their intellect, and that re¬ 
spects their perspective.” 

“We want to demonstrate 
that women of color have 
been productive, creative peo¬ 
ple all along, not just in reac¬ 
tion to imperialism and 
racism. It’s who we are,” said 
Kenyatta Monroe, the coordi¬ 
nator of this year’s confer¬ 
ence. “The purpose is to give 
women of color a chance to 
talk about these issues, and 
know there are others who 
share their concerns.” 

She added that the confer¬ 
ence is truly significant be¬ 
cause it brings together stu¬ 
dents, activists, educators, at¬ 
torneys, and people from 
many other walks of life to 
learn from one another. 

Event planners said that 
even though conferences like 
this one typically happen at 
educational institutions — 
where people of color and 
bther disempowered groups 


are trying to make up for 
what’s missing in the school’s 
exclusive environment — the 
subjects often are relevant to 
society at large. 

“This is really personally 
empowering. It’s enabled me 
to become more grounded 
and it’s been validating my 
own sense of reality, which is 
really important for all wom¬ 
en of color given the domi¬ 
nant culture we live in,” said' 
Karen Tse, a conference par¬ 
ticipant who works for the 
Public Defender’s Office in 
San Francisco. 

“I think it’s a great work¬ 
shop because it’s so grass 
roots. It’s non- 

academic—from the guts. It’s 
very accessible to low-income 
women. Child care is provid¬ 
ed. They’re carrying out their 
politics,” conference partici¬ 
pant Wendy Barrett said. 

“I think it’s terrific. I’m 
very struck by the panelists. 
They demonstrate spirituali¬ 
ty. I’m pleased that I got 
here,” said Toni Vincent, an-

Registration Deadline 
For Primary is May 4

Registration for the June 
1992 primary election ends 
May 4. 

More than 23,000 San 
Francisco residents have 
signed up to vote since the 
beginning of the year for an 
estimated voter base of about 
427,000, according to Regis¬ 
trar of Voters Germaine 
Wong. 

To vote for candidates in 
the primary, voters must be 
registered in the same politi¬ 
cal party as the candidate. 

“Voters should also be 
aware that some familiar 
names will be missing from 
the ballot, while incumbents 
will be running in areas that 
are new to them because of 
reapportionment,” Wong said 
in a press statement. 

“The district that Assem¬ 
blywoman Jackie Spier repre¬ 
sented no longer includes any 
part of San Francisco. In¬ 
stead, San Francisco only has 
two Assembly districts, one 
that basically represents the 
west side of the city and one 
that represents, for the most 
part, the east side,” Wong 
said. 

State Senate districts have 
also been redrawn and are 
now the same as the ones for 
the Assembly. 


Congressional districts 
have also changed and San 
Francisco shares a district 
with San Mateo County in¬ 
stead of Marin County. 

According to Wong, the lo¬ 
cal Democratic Party heads 
the get-out-the-vote drive by 
registering more than 18,000 
Democrats for the primary. 

According to statistics 
from the Registrar’s Office, 
61.6 percent of local voters 
(262,800) are registered 
Democrats, while less than 19 
percent (77,200) are Republi¬ 
can. About 3.4 percent of vot¬ 
ers are registered with the 
Green Party, but Wong said 
the group had lost voters 
since the beginning of the 
year and slipped from more 
than 17,000 registrants to 
14,700 voters; 4,500 voters are 
registered as American Inde¬ 
pendent Party members, 
4,400 are registered Peace 
and Freedom. Just 2,100 vot¬ 
ers are registered as Liber¬ 
tarians. 

About 60,200 voters (14.1 
percent) chose not to affiliate 
with a political party, accord¬ 
ing to the Registrar’s Office. 

Wong urged voters who 
haven’t registered, who have 
moved since they last regis¬ 
tered or who wish to change 
their party affiliation to call 
the Registrar’s Office at 554- 
4398 for information. ▼ 


Gay Minister Marks 
Historic Ordination

Twenty years after he was 
the first openly gay man to be 
ordained by a major religious 
denomination, the Rev. Bill 
Johnson returns to San Fran¬ 
cisco for a May 3 event mark¬ 
ing the historic occasion. 

Johnson came out as an 
openly gay man in 1970 while 
a student at Pacific School of 
Religion in Berkeley and was 
recommended for ordination 
by a local Bay Area church 
but rejected by a local com¬ 
mittee of the United Church 
of Christ. 

After an appeal that in¬ 
volved months of open 
meetings and discussions, 
Johnson was confirmed for or¬ 
dination by a 2-1 vote of the 
UCC Golden Gate Associa¬ 
tion and ordained on June 25, 
1972, at San Carlos Communi¬ 
ty Church. 

His ordination drew na¬ 
tional publicity and heated 
debate about gays and les¬ 
bians in the ministry. 

Johnson serves as secre¬ 
tary for AIDS Programs and 
Ministries Coordination for 
the UCC denomination head¬ 
quarters in Cleveland. John¬ 



son will speak on “A Position 
of Faith,” reflecting on his 
work and ministry during the 
past two decades. 

Since his ordination, John¬ 
son says that great numbers 
of gays, lesbians and bisexu¬ 
als have come out publicly in 
religious structures. 

“But it’s without the bene¬ 
fit of much affection from the 
larger lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity,” he said. “Homopho¬ 
bia is a systemic social dis¬ 
ease. It’s a constant battle and 
it’s reinforced every day.” 

Participating in the cele¬ 
bration will be ministers and 
lay persons who supported 
Johnson’s bid for ordination. 
Also participating will be the 
Rev. Jane Spahr, whose ordi¬ 
nation to a Presbyterian 
church in New York has been 
stalled after complaints by lo¬ 
cal Presbyterian ministers op¬ 
posed to the ordination of les¬ 
bian and gay ministers. 

A film chronicling John¬ 
son’s ordination will be 
shown at the event, which 
will be held at the First Con¬ 
gregational Church at Post 
and Mason on May 3 at 3 
p.m.T

Tanner Celebration Nets $11,000

More than $11,000 was 
raised for victims of lesbian 
and gay bashings at The 
Night of a Thousand Drags 
marathon April 25 at Lily’s bar 
on Valencia Street. 

The event was a celebra¬ 
tion of the life of Cameron 
“Tina” Tanner, who died last 
week without regaining con¬ 
sciousness six weeks after he 
was brutally beaten in the 
skull with a baseball bat at 
16th Street and South Van Ness. 

Among the political lead¬ 
ers who turned out for the 
event were state Senator Mil- 
ton Marks, Mayor Frank Jor¬ 
dan, Chief of Police Richard 
Hongisto, City Attorney 


Louise Renne, District Attor¬ 
ney Arlo Smith, members of 
the Board of Supervisors Ca¬ 
role Migden and Annemarie 
Conroy. 

Jordan’s son Frank Jordan 
Jr. served a stint as a celebrity 
bartender as did Bay Area 
Reporter political editor 
Wayne Friday. 

Members of the Imperial 
Courts from a variety of cities 
were present, according to 
Steve Rascher, the bar’s own¬ 
er. Tanner was a former em¬ 
press of the San Francisco 
Imperial Court. 

“It was astronomically suc¬ 
cessful,” Rascher told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “Donations 
are still coming in, but so far 


we’ve raised over $11,000. 
We’ve exceeded expectations 
about the amount of money 
that was going to be raised. It 
was really crowded all day.” 

Rascher said that he hoped 
the Cameron Tanner Fund 
would “make a difference for 
victims of lesbian and gay 
bashing.” 

“It’s just got to stop. It’s a 
terrible thing to have some¬ 
one so close to you die this 
way. It’s just inexcusable and 
senseless,” he said. 

A memorial service for 
Tanner will be held on May 
16 at 6 p.m. at Kandinsky 
Roche Funeral Home at 16th 
and Dolores streets in San 
Francisco. ▼

He supports 
reproductive freedom of choice, and he has also 
stated in writing that he would support a revised 
version of the gay and lesbian civil rights bill, as 
indicated in his letter to Randy Klose, co-chair of 
the Human Rights Campaign Fund. 

For those of you who are skeptical, take a minute 
and rethink what Bill Clinton has accomplished. 
He swept the South, including the largest states, 
Texas and Florida. He won the two biggest 
primaries in the Midwest. And he most recently 
swept four states, including the biggest prize, New 
York. 

Equally important, he has demonstrated that he 
has the capacity to fight against a negative cam¬ 
paign and still win. It stinks that presidential poli¬ 
tics has boiled down to who can take negative hits 
and still survive, but Republican Party Chairman 
Lee Atwater redefined presidential politics as such 
four years ago, and it isn’t going to change this elec¬ 
tion year. 

The Republican Party in Arkansas knew Bill 
Clinton would be a formidable candidate, and they 
have done everything in their power to trash his 
candidacy early on. Their strategies are furiously

Where 
I come from, character isn’t defined by mistakes 
someone may have made some 22 years ago. Char¬ 
acter is defined by how one takes a leadership role 
in the face of a crisis. And George Bush has shown 
zero character in that role. I’m sorry, but I have too 
many friends who don’t have four more years to 
wait. I’m tired of watching a president who wraps 
himself in the American flag and touts platitudes 
about “family values,” while for the last 12 years 
he has helped lead this country and our commu¬ 
nity down a path of severe decline. 

Change in leadership is not going to be handed 
to us on a silver platter. We will have to fight for 
every vote. And we in the gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity must be part of that Fight, for ourselves, for our 
friends, and for those whose time is running out. 
George Bush has stated that he will do whatever 
it takes to get re-elected. Are you ready to do what¬ 
ever it takes to make sure he doesn’t?

Unclear on the Concept 

As a black female multi-award winning 
videographer, multi-grant recipient, Bay Area per¬ 
forming artist and first-time benefit producer, I strong¬ 
ly and sincerely object to the tone of Kate Bornstein’s 
jaded, sarcastic and racially insensitive review of my 
production, “I Think, Therefore I’m Dangerous,” a 
neo-feminist art happening to benefit the 1992 “Take 
Back the Night, Take Back Our Lives!” march 
(B.A.R., April 9). 

Point taken; the show did start late, though not an 
hour late as Kate so smugly stated; and for Kate to 
belittle my opening statements on violence against 
women by insinuating that I “hate men ” is slanderous 
to me and insulting to my longtime business partner/ 
stage producer Richard Lefrak and insulting to the 10 
men who lovingly devoted their time and talent to the 
production of the benefit. 

Kate is unclear on the concept of benefit. A black 
woman producing a successful (hundreds attended) 
multimedia neo-feminist art happening, based on 
themes of diversity and inclusion of bi/hetero/homo¬ 
sexual women — all women, hence the label Kate had 
so much trouble understanding, “neo-feminist,” new 
feminists, old voices and newer voices, fresh voices 
to redefine and fully participate in the divided struc¬ 
ture which is called the women’s movement. Not just 
the old guard, middle-class, white lesbian voices of the 
women’s movement of old. My neo-feminist art hap¬ 
pening included all women which Kate surprisingly 
failed to mention. 

And for Kate to so lightly label my serious, impor¬ 
tant work-in-progress, which is based on an actual 
violent, racist, sexist death threat I received, as “angry” 
dismisses its importance and tries to reduce my work 
as insignificant or even trivial. Shame on you, Kate, 
you’re part of that old, tired stereotype that blacks 
have long endured — having our experiences and 
achievements glossed over, belittled and grossly 
misinterpreted by mainstream ignorance disguised 
by the press. 

Obviously, having Kate Bornstein review a neo- 
feminist art thang is akin to Michael Jackson review¬ 
ing Spike Lee’s upcoming movie, “Malcolm X.” Like 
the Chronicle’s dreaded Gerald Nachman reviewing 
Klubstitute! 

Yes, dear, jaded, “tired” Kate Bornstein, the show 
ran long (on a Saturday night!). Why? When word got 
out, the response was almost overwhelming — so 
many women wanted the opportunity to perform at 
the benefit, I felt it important to give the opportunity 
to as many women as possible, but I still disappointed 



many fine artists who freely wanted to donate their 
talents and time to a good cause. 

The majority of the audience stayed right up to the 
end, when the fabulous Gwen Avery let the bird fly 
from her throat. So sorry you were tired and had to 
leave. Thanks for the publicity anyway, Kate. 

And to the R A.R., if you’re ever in need of a female 
reviewer who wouldn’t mind staying up late to review 
a hot show, give me a call; or, I know at least a dozen 
neo-feminists who would love the opportunity to 
write, as well.

Congratulations on Boy Scout Victory 

First of all, congratulations to GLAAD, ACT UP 
and to all of “us” for the excellent work we did to bring 
about the United Way of the Bay Area’s defunding of 
the Boy Scouts of America! This is an excellent vic¬ 
tory against the bigots of the Mormon and Catholic 
churches. But we must use this victory to move for¬ 
ward to still more victories. 

The United Way of Santa Clara County takes every 
opportunity to crow about the fact that it will continue 
financial support for local councils of the Boy Scouts 
of America “because the board of trustees believe the 
Scouts’ national ban on gays does not violate any 
federal, state or local laws,” even though it does. It’s 
time that the United Way of Santa Clara County 
learned that morality is more important than law 
when it comes to supporting institutionalized bigotry. 

During the controversy over the United Way of the 
Bay Area’s funding of the Boy Scouts, I made it my 
business to ask five different attorneys (gay/straight, 
male/female, black/white, conservative/liberal) the 
same question: “What right does an employer have to 
solicit its employees during working hours for its 
favorite charity?” All five gave me the same answer: 
“None at all!” 

Gays and lesbians who work in Santa Clara Coun¬ 
ty should raise their objections to their employers 
about being solicited during working hours for an 
organization with which they vehemently disagree. 
In a medium-sized company, one to three people rais¬ 
ing the same issue would be significant. In a large com¬ 
pany, three to five people complaining about the same 
thing would require corporate attention to be turned 
to the issue. It might be necessary to “target” a large 
employer in Santa Clara for a lawsuit that would ques¬ 
tion its right to solicit its emplyees during work hours. 
Since many companies have “personal rules” against 
employees soliciting each other during work hours, 
it should be fairly easy to get a court ruling against 
an employer soliciting its employees. Who knows, the 
ACLU might even want to get involved. 

Even the threat of a lawsuit would make many 
employers think twice about holding fundraisers for 
the United Way of Santa Clara, but the winning of 
such a lawsuit would mean that no employer in San¬ 
ta Clara County could solicit its employees. The 
United Way of Santa Clara would have to hold a lot 
of bake sales to make up for this loss of funding. 

The United Way of Santa Clara County seems to 
take pride in its funding of the bigotry of the Boy 
Scouts of America. Let’s show them what pride real¬ 
ly is!

Hire Lesbian and Gay Police 

The following letter was sent to Dallas 
Mayor Steve Bartlett, Dallas, 'fexas. 

This is my first opportunity to congratulate you 
upon taking office. I was sworn into office for my first 
term as mayor on Jan. 8 and I am hopeful that our two 
administrations will be successful and that we will be 
able to work together on matters of mutual concern 
over the next four years. 

I am writing to you also to share my experience on 
a matter which may be of interest to you as you review 
your existing policies. As you may know, I was chief 
of police for San Francisco from 1986 to 1990, having 
worked through the ranks since I joined the force in 
1957. 

San Francisco has actively recruited up-front les¬ 
bians and gays to serve as police officers since 1980, 
albeit lesbians and gays had served with distinction 
on the force for many years prior to that time. Current¬ 
ly, about 130 officers or about 8 percent of our current 
strength are lesbians and gays. As a general rule, I have 
found these officers to be highly motivated, educated 
and proficient servants of the public. 

There was some friction initially with the change 
in 1980, just as there was friction when we integrated 
our department to minorities and to women, but most 
of the fears have been addressed by the officers’ ef¬ 
fective performances over the years. 

I believe that the people of San Francisco have 
benefitted from the change in our hiring policies and 
that we ultimately have a stronger and more effective 
Police Department because of this change. Perhaps 
our experience is something you may wish to consider 
as you evaluate policies of your own department.

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Feinstein 

Takes 

Stand 

D ianne Feinstein, the 
former mayor of San 
Francisco and the 
1990 Democratic 
nominee for governor, issued 
an extensive position paper 
last week on issues important 
to the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity. The front-runner in 
the June 2 primary race for 
the right to oppose interim 
Sen. John Seymour — who has 
proven himself to be no 
friend of the gay community 
— has come out very strongly 
on our side. 

Feinstein, reminding vot¬ 
ers of when she first ran for 
supervisor in the late 1960s, 
says she has always strongly 
“believed that people should 
be able to go about their lives 
without fear of losing their 
jobs or their homes on the ba¬ 
sis of their sexual orientation” 
and points out that more than 
20 years ago as one of her 
first priorities as a newly- 
elected supervisor, she au¬ 
thored legislation prohibiting 
discrimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation. 

“To this day I remain 
proud that I was in fact the 
first elected city official to do 
so,” Feinstein says. 

During the 1990 gubernato¬ 
rial campaign, Feinstein 
pledged from the very begin¬ 
ning that, if elected governor, 
she would sign what would 
become AB 101, the gay 
rights legislation that the win¬ 
ner, Pete Wilson, so callously 
vetoed. 

If elected to the U.S. Sen¬ 
ate, Feinstein pledges that she 
will not only cosponsor the 
national gay rights bill but 
will “champion and actively 
seek the support of my fellow 
senators” for the legislation, 
adding that “the quest for 
equality cannot be one of to¬ 
ken sponsorship taken on qui¬ 
etly and allowed to languish 
simply to appease a portion of 
one’s constituents back home; 
it must be one of advocacy 
and I will not consider my job 
done until the national gay 
rights bill is the law of the 
land.” 

On the issue of gays and 
lesbians serving in the mili¬ 
tary, Feinstein says that she 
will work to overturn the 
Pentagon’s policy of discrim¬ 
inating against homosexuals 
within the military. 

Referring to those gays 
who served in the Persian 
Gulf War, Feinstein says, 
“There is something very 
wrong with this nation’s pri¬ 
orities When (gay and lesbian) 
veterans of wars return home 
to a witch hunt,” adding that 
“rather than being treated as 
the war heroes that they truly 
are, their return home has 
been greeted by courts mar¬ 
tial, dishonorable discharges, 
and loss of Veteran’s bene¬ 
fits.” 

Feinstein says she is told 
that some 1,400 people are ex¬ 
pelled from the military annu¬ 
ally solely on the basis of 
their sexual orientation and 
pledges that “if elected to the 
Senate, I will work hard to 
eliminate this national 
shame.” 

Furthermore, Feinstein 
says, that as a U.S. senator “I 
will actively oppose all feder¬ 
al policies that discriminate 
against the many fine men 


and women who serve our 
nation as employees of the 
federal government. Security 
clearances for government 
and private employment 
should be free of bias against 
gay men and lesbians who 
present no more security risk 
than anyone else.” 

In fact, Feinstein claims, 
“while there have been many 
security breaches by hetero¬ 
sexuals, there have been no 
documented cases against gay 
men or lesbians.” 

Commenting on efforts of 
some local jurisdictions to 
overturn gay rights laws al¬ 
ready on the books, Feinstein 
says, “Too often in the past, 
the Senate has caved in to the 
bigotry of anti-gay senators 
like Jesse Helms; this has re¬ 
sulted in civil rights protec¬ 
tions actually being over¬ 
turned in Washington, D.C., 
and elsewhere. I stand com¬ 
mitted to oppose attempts by 
the Senate to turn back any 
civil rights gains made by gay 
and lesbian people at the 
state, local or federal level.” 

On the issues concerning 
gay and lesbian youth, Fein¬ 
stein claims that “our kinder 
gentler nation” continues to 
turn a blind eye to their 
needs, noting that many of 
these young people, facing re¬ 
jection and abuse from their 
own families, often become 
runaways, leading them to 
turn to harmful lifestyles 
and/or homelessness. 

Feinstein says that a re¬ 
cent report actually conduct¬ 
ed by the Bush administra¬ 
tion’s own people indicated 
that gay and lesbian youth 
are two-to-three times more 
likely to attempt suicide, yet 
the Republican administra¬ 
tion seems uninterested in do¬ 
ing anything about the prob¬ 
lem. 

Feinstein says she agrees 
with the National Education 
Association’s position that 
school districts should pro¬ 
vide counseling to youth who 
are struggling with problems 
of sexual orientation, adding 
that “the acclaimed ‘Project 
10,’ which was developed in 
Los Angeles and is now be¬ 
ing implemented in San 
Francisco, should serve as a 
model to all school districts 
and will have my strong sup¬ 
port as a senator.” 

Feinstein also says that 
AIDS education for youth, 
both gay and straight, is most 
critical. 

“Unless Congress acts 
now,” Feinstein says, “an en¬ 
tire generation is unnecessar¬ 
ily placed at risk; statistics 
confirm an alarming increase 
in infection among gay youth. 
More than 20 percent of the 
nation’s AIDS caseload is in 


the 20- to 29-year-old age 
group. More than 7,000 gay 
men in their early 20s have 
been diagnosed with AIDS, 
and with the long incubation 
period from infection to diag¬ 
nosis, many were obviously 
infected in their teen-age 
years. Tragically, these cases 
could have been prevented if 
age-appropriate AIDS educa¬ 
tion had been available to 
them rather than being 
blocked from their reach.” 

“We must be realistic; ev¬ 
ery study indicates that sexu¬ 
al activity among our nation’s 
youth is higher than at any 
time in the past,” she says. 
“This nation must not keep 
its head in the sand with re¬ 
spect to our young people. I 
will ensure that federal fund¬ 
ing for AIDS and/or school 
districts includes provisions 
for AIDS education targeting 
school students.” 

On the AIDS crisis, Fein¬ 
stein recalls that it was dur¬ 
ing a meeting she was hold¬ 
ing as mayor in 1981 with 
representatives from the gay 
and lesbian community that 
rumors of a so-called “gay 
cancer” were first discussed. 
Upon learning of the mysteri¬ 
ous “gay cancer,” Feinstein 
says she immediately instruct¬ 
ed her^hen-director of Public 
Healj^C Dr. Mervyn Silver- 
man, to investigate and report 
directly back to her. 

Upon doing so, Silverman 
confirmed that New York 
and the Centers for Disease 
Control in Atlanta were in¬ 
deed reporting a new and 
growing phenomenon primar¬ 
ily attacking gay men. 

“Little did any of us know 
then the extent of the epi¬ 
demic which was about to oc¬ 
cur,” Feinstein says, but 
points out, “that first year, my 
office appropriated funding 
for AIDS services and educa¬ 
tion and I believe it was the 
first public funding for AIDS 
anywhere.” 

Feinstein, recognized, by 
many nationwide as a leader 
in the fight against AIDS, 
particularly in the govern¬ 
ment arena, can rightfully 
claim that while she was 
mayor San Francisco spent 
more money for AIDS than 
most other cities in the coun¬ 
try combined, and, indeed, 
during most years of the epi¬ 
demic, San Francisco spent 
more to fight the disease than 
did the state of California. 

Looking back to her years 
as mayor, Feinstein gives 
much of the credit to the gay 
and lesbian community. 

“The AIDS model devel¬ 
oped in San Francisco is tes¬ 
timony to the courage and vi¬ 
sion of the city’s gay and les-

Oakland Walk to Raise 
Funds for Cancer

In the early morning hours 
of May 9, several hundred 
people will converge on Oak¬ 
land’s Lake Merritt to raise 
funds for, and visibility about, 
women and cancer.

creased in the past 50 years, 
the National Institutes of 
Health spent only 13 percent 
of its 1987 budget on all wom¬ 
en’s health research. 

“Women’s cancers are in¬ 
visible, underfunded, and ig¬ 
nored,” walk founder Abby 
Zimberg said. “Breast cancer, 
cervical cancer, and ovarian 
cancer aren’t even talked 
about. They’re taboo. This 
walk is to raise money and 
visibility for the service 
groups, and visibility for the 
issue.” 

Planners say that the 
walk’s proceeds will be tar¬ 
geted toward low-income 
women, lesbians, older wom¬ 
en, Latinas, African Ameri¬ 
cans, Asians and Native 
Americans in the Bay Area. 
Beneficiaries include the Bay 
Area Black Women’s Health 
Project, Breast Cancer Action, 
National Latina Health Orga¬ 
nization, Native American 
Health Clinic, Women’s Can¬ 
cer Resource Center, and 
North East Medical Service.

Capitol Rally to Focus 
On AIDS Funding

Californians concerned 
about AIDS funding will 
gather in Sacramento May 11 
during the 2nd Annual AIDS 
Budget Lobby Day. 

Sponsored by a coalition of 
AIDS service providers from 
around the state, the day will 
include a morning news con¬ 
ference followed by a rally at 
the Capitol. In the afternoon, 
people can meet with legisla¬ 
tors and legislative staff to 
discuss concerns. 

“This will be an opportuni¬ 
ty for individuals to meet 
face-to-face with their elected 
officials and speak out in fa¬ 
vor of increased funding for 
education and prevention, 
care and treatment services,” 
said Regina Aragon, state 
governmental affairs coordi¬ 
nator for the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation. “We hope 
that many will join us so that 


together we can make heard 
the voice of reason and com¬ 
passion.” 

Of particular concern will 
be a measure in the state bud¬ 
get that allows Gov. Pete Wil¬ 
son to make as many as three 
6 percent across-the-board 
cuts in state spending if rev¬ 
enues do not meet specific 
targets. 

This could mean cuts of as 
much as $14 million in state 
HIV-AIDS funding, according 
to Aragon, and could leave 
California ineligible for $15.5 
million in Ryan White CARE 
Act funds. 

“Because of the state of 
our economy, the Legislature 
is considering potential cuts 
in HIV services far beyond 
level funding,” said Jeffery 
Sterman of the AIDS Service 
Providers Association of the 
Bay Area. “We can make a 
difference in the AIDS health 
crisis by being in Sacramento 


to tell our legislators that this 
is unacceptable. It is crucial 
that they hear from us about 
the urgency in our communi¬ 
ty-”

State to Cut HIV Testing Funds

LOS ANGELES - State 
funding for free, anonymous 
HIV testing sites will be cut 
this summer because of the 
state budget crisis, a state 
AIDS officer recently told di¬ 
rectors of five Los Angeles 
area clinics. 

The cuts will return fund¬ 
ing to levels before basketball 
star Magic Johnson an¬ 
nounced last November that 
he is HIV positive. 

However, Anna Ramirez, 
chief of the preventative ser¬ 
vices section of the state 
AIDS Office, told the Los An¬ 
geles Times that funding will 
continue for an advertising 
campaign encouragingpeople 
to get tested. The funding is 
part of a grant from the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control. 

“The problem is that all 


five test sites that participated 
in this meeting have waiting 
lists exceeding two months,” 
said David Smith, director of 
public information for the 
Los Angeles Gay and Lesbian 
Community Services Center, 
which operates the largest of 
the testing sites. 

“As usual the people who 
are going to lose are minori¬ 
ties and people who cannot 
afford to go to a doctor,” 
Smith said. “The state’s bud¬ 
get is in deep (crisis) but this 
is not one of the places they 
can cut. Over and over we’ve 
proven that testing is one of 
the most powerful weapons 
in fighting this disease. The 
state’s priorities are screwed 
up if they defund this.” 

Smith said that the two- 
month waiting list has al¬ 
ready created a climate in 
which people are either not 


getting tested for HIV or are 
going to a for-profit test site 
where personnel are “more 
interested in making money 
than in providing necessary 
counseling that a patient 
needs from a qualified HIV 
counselor who is plugged into 
the system of care.” 

Smith also said that there 
was a growing suspicion 
among anonymous test site 
directors that the state is 
moving toward promoting 
confidential test sites where a 
person signs a waiver agree¬ 
ing to identify oneself. 

“Confidential test sites are 
two steps away from manda¬ 
tory testing,” Smith said. 
“And any move in that direc¬ 
tion is going to create a cli¬ 
mate of intimidation rather 
than an open, honest willing¬ 
ness to help on the part of the 
state.” ▼ 


State's Initiative Process 
Being Taken Over by Wealthy

SACRAMENTO - Califor¬ 
nia’s initiative process, which 
was designed to give people 
power to enact their own 
laws, has been taken over by 
wealthy special interests that 
spend big money on ballot 
measure campaigns, a study 
concluded. 

The survey found that 141 
individuals and organizations 
gave $100,000 or more for a 
total of $74 million, account¬ 
ing for two-thirds of all contri¬ 
butions to initiative cam¬ 
paigns in 1990. 

More than half of that 
money came from 19 donors 
who each gave $1 million or 
more for a total of $40 mil¬ 
lion, according to the Califor¬ 
nia Commission on Campaign 
Financing. 

By contrast, 17,825 contrib¬ 
utors — 78 percent of all 
donors — gave amounts under 
$1,000 apiece for a total of $7 
million, a sum equaling just 6 


percent of contributions to 
initiative campaigns in 1990. 

“Ballot measure campaigns 
in California, often thought to 
be the ‘people’s process,’ have 
become battles between few¬ 
er and fewer wealthy inter¬ 
ests,” said Cornell Maier, co¬ 
chair of the bipartisan, non¬ 
profit Los Angeles organiza¬ 
tion. 

Since 1976, spending on 
California ballot measures has 
leaped 1,200 percent, from $9 
million that year to $110 mil¬ 
lion in 1990. 

The median cost of qualify¬ 
ing an initiative for the ballot 
has jumped from $45,000 in 
1976 to more than $1 million 
today, the study said. 

“The amount of money, 
not depth of support, increas¬ 
ingly determines access to the 
ballot and success at the 
polls,” commission Co-Chair 
Rocco Siciliano said. 

The commission analyzed 
more than 110,000 contribu¬ 
tion and expenditure records 


from the 18 highest spending 
ballot initiative campaigns in 
California history and from 
all 18 initiatives on the June 
and November 1990 ballots. 

Businesses are the largest 
source of initiative contribu¬ 
tions, providing 83 percent of 
the money for the 18 most 
costly initiatives, the study 
said. Individuals gave only 8 
percent; broadbased organiza¬ 
tions, 3 percent; labor, 3 per¬ 
cent; government officehold¬ 
ers, 2 percent; and political 
parties, 1 percent. 

The biggest 1990 donor, 
Anheuser-Busch, spent $8.3 
million on two alcohol tax ini¬ 
tiatives — more money than 
the combined total for 17,825 
people who gave less than 
$1,000 apiece to an initiative 
campaign that year. 

Groups now spend more 
money to persuade voters in 
ballot measure campaigns 
than they do to lobby the 
state government on legisla-

ated. 

“She told me she couldn’t 
believe how I humiliated 
her,” E.J. said. “It really irked 
her off.” 

On the ride home his aunt 
became more and more abu¬ 
sive and worked up over the 
issue so that when they ar¬ 
rived home she was con¬ 
vinced that he had “ruined her 
business. She even was telling 
me that she’d have to move 
away from the city and could 
never go back to that church 
again,” E.J. said. 

As his ordeal continued, 
the boy was allegedly told by 
his cousin , a husky, 21- year- 
old ex-Marine, to drop his 
pants and grab his ankles. He 


was asked questions about his 
motivation for joining the 
protest and then was hit with 
a strap on his bare skin — so 
hard that welts were raised — 
if he didn’t give the “correct” 
answers. 

According to E.J., his aunt 
continued to harangue him 
and finally decided she want¬ 
ed him out of her house im¬ 
mediately. She called E.J.’s 
sister, Victoria, 23, who lives 
in San Jose, and told her she 
was turning the boy’s custody 
over to the Sheriffs Depart¬ 
ment unless she would take 
him. By 8:30 p.m. on Easter 
Sunday, E.J. arrived at the 
San Jose bus station with one 
suitcase and one small duffel 
bag. 

“I was shocked,” Victoria 
said. “My aunt was getting 
money for taking care of him 
and she sent him here with 
barely any clothes. She 
wouldn’t let him take his 


clothes or his bike. I had to 
take him out and buy things 
for him and I had just got laid 
off on the previous Thursday., 
She kept his bicycle and the 
rest of his things and at first 
she said she was going to 
throw all his things out but 
now she’s going to hold on to 
them. I have no way to get his 
things because to top every¬ 
thing off — I had my car stolen 
here in San Jose and it was 
found, stripped. So our mobili¬ 
ty is limited right now. 

“I’m glad E.J. is with me for 
now,” Victoria said, “and some 
of the people in Sacramento, 
like Michael Gorman, are 
working with the Social Ser¬ 
vices Department to find him 
a good foster home. He wants 
to go back to Sacramento. I 
want him to be in a place 
where he will be free to visit 
me and where he won’t be 
constantly threatened or in-

timidated with losing his 
home if he just acts like a 
teen-ager. He was in eighth 
grade in that church 
school and he had an approved 
reading list. If they 
weren’t scheduling his life, 
his aunt was doing it. When 
he came to visit me I would 
allow him to read and ex¬ 
plore and I promoted free 
thinking with him.” 

Victoria said that although 
there was a possibility of 
bringing abuse charges be¬ 
cause of the beating E.J. re¬ 
ceived, “I just don’t see how 
anyone would benefit right 
now. My aunt and cousin 
wouldn’t learn anything and 
E.J. wouldn’t benefit.” 

Gorman said he would 
like to start a clothing and 
transportation fund for E.J. 
and his sister until he gets 
settled in his new foster 
home in Sacramento. 

“I’d like people to send 
checks designated to E.J.’s 
Fund, care of the Lambda 
Center, 1931 L St., Sacramen¬ 
to, CA 95814.” 


Asked how he feels now 
and if he’d do the same thing 
again. E.J. said, “I didn’t do 
anything wrong. I just didn’t 
like what they were saying 
about gays and lesbians. I 
told them you just want to be 
left alone to live your lives. I 
told them I didn’t see any¬ 
thing wrong with you. I think 
you’re great!” 

Gorman is working with 
another volunteer, Nancy 
Nystrom, a lesbian, who is a 
Child Protective Services so¬ 
cial worker in Sacramento 
County. 

“I’m just trying to find a 
good home for E.J.,” Gorman 
said. “All this kid wants is to 
be in a place where the peo¬ 
ple want him and where he 
can settle down, be secure 
and just be a teen-ager — with 
a little money and a little 
help from our friends, we’re 
gonna take care him.” 

“It’s ironic,” Gorman said, 
shaking his head, “and these 
people call themselves Chris¬ 
tians ... hah!” ▼ 


L. A. Loses $ 1 Million 
In CARE AIDS Funds

LOS ANGELES- As a 
result of inaction by the Los 
Angeles County Department 
of Health in failing to spend 
$4.5 million in Ryan White 
CARE money, Los Angeles 
will lose $1 million in federal 
AIDS funding, AIDS activists 
charged at a news conference 
April 24. 

Last July the Los Angeles 
County Board of Supervisors 
ordered the Department of 
Health to stop “foot-dragging” 
and speed up allocation of 
$7.8 million in federal Ryan 
White CARE money. At the 
time Health Director Robert 
Gates argued that the depart¬ 
ment needed more time to 
study grant proposals from 
community-based organiza¬ 
tions on how they would use 
the money, and his depart¬ 
ment needed to solicit bids 
and negotiate contracts. 

Despite a deadline of Sept. 
1 imposed by the Board of 
Supervisors and despite an 
Assembly Concurrent Resolu¬ 
tion submitted by Assembly- 
member Richard Polanco to 
pressure the County to expe¬ 
dite release of the funds, in 
March 1992 the County re¬ 
ported $4.5 million dollars of 
CARE Act money unspent. 


Some AIDS service organi¬ 
zations which expect CARE 
money have had to shell out 
their own money for client 
services, which they hope will 
be refunded by the county- 
stalled dollars. 

At the April 24 news con¬ 
ference, Polanco and AIDS 
Healthcare Foundation Pres¬ 
ident Michael Weinstein, 
among others, called for the 
resignation of L.A. County 
AIDS Program Director 
Robert Frangenberg. 

“For the sake of those dy¬ 
ing from AIDS, for the sake 
of those infected with HIV — 
men, women and children — 
enough excuses,” Polanco 
said. “It is time for the Health 
Department to put someone 
in charge who can do this 
job.” 

Weinstein noted that while 
“the local AIDS count is up 
20 percent over last year, 
county bureaucratic apathy 
lost $1 million in federal dol¬ 
lars to more effective cities.” 

Polanco said he will send a 
strongly worded letter to the 
Board of Supervisors about 
Frangenberg’s ineffectiveness. 

However, rumors of 
Frangenberg’s impending 
ouster were circulating well 
before the public call for his 
resignation. Y

AIDS Activists Disrupt 
New York City Council Meeting

NEW YORK - AIDS ac¬ 
tivists hurled epithets and 
tossed condoms at City 
Councilmen April 28 in a rau¬ 
cous council meeting disrupt¬ 
ed by protests demanding 
Councilman Enoch Williams’ 
resignation from the Health 
Committee chairmanship. 

Two demonstrators were 
arrested in the council session 
that also was marked by an 
apparently unprecedented call 
by a councilman — Tom Du¬ 
ane of Manhattan — for the 
ouster of a colleague. 

Duane, who is openly gay 
and HIV positive, stood on 
the council floor and de¬ 
manded Williams “must re¬ 
sign’’ from his committee 
leadership post because he 
has failed to meet with people 
with AIDS to discuss contro¬ 
versial comments attributed 
to him in the New York Post 
last week. 

Williams reportedly said 
AIDS was spreading because 
the city protects gay rights. 

He has disavowed the re¬ 
marks but has muddied the 
waters with later comments 
loaded with what gay groups 
have called “code words” for 
much the same sentiments, 
and he has continued to ques¬ 
tion the need for the gay 
rights law and has continued 
to oppose distribution of con¬ 
doms and clean needles to 
stem the spread of AIDS. 

“My people are dying, your 
people are dying, our city’s 



people are dying, our chil¬ 
dren are dying, and soon, un¬ 
less we work very quickly 
and very hard, I will be dy¬ 
ing too,” Duane said in an 
emotional attack on 
Williams, who sat only a few 
feet away. 

“And your answer to this 
tragedy is to entertain the 
idea that my civil rights are 
an issue!” Duane exclaimed 
angrily. “How dare you ques¬ 
tion my civil rights!” 

Members of ACT UP were 
packing the balcony and be¬ 
gan shouting for Council 
Speaker Peter Vallone to re¬ 
move Williams from his post. 


As Williams rose to reply 
to Duane, the shouting grew 
louder, and City Council 
President Andrew Stein, in a 
rare appearance gaveling the 
session, was unable to keep 
order. 

Williams insisted the dis¬ 
pute “has been magnified and 
amplified by those whose al¬ 
legiance is only to their spe¬ 
cial interests,” and charged 
the activists were trying to 
“persecute” him because he 
was asking questions and 
seeking information on the 
distribution of AIDS funds to 
community groups. 

“My prime concern has 
been, and will continue to be, 
the health aspect of this par¬ 
ticular crisis, without regard 
to moral judgment, lifestyle 
or economic status. I fully in¬ 
tend to continue to pursue the 
oversight of the health issues 
facing this city, the entire 
city,” he said. 

“How about some con¬ 
doms, Enoch?” shouted one 
protester on the balcony, and 
then tossed as many as two 
dozen condoms down on top 
of councilmembers below. 

Council security cleared 
the protesters from the bal¬ 
cony, but on their way out 
several staged a “die-in” in the 
rotunda below, chanting, 
“We die, you do nothing.” 

Two were carried out 
strapped to stretchers by po¬ 
lice and were arrested to the 
cheers of their fellow demon¬ 
strators. ▼ 


Gay Worker 
Sues Variety 
Over Firing 

A media conference will be 
held on the sidewalk in front of 
Daily Variety, 5700 Wilshire 
Blvd., at 11 a.m. on April 30 to 
discuss former employee and 
queer rights activist Rob 
Roberts’ filing of a lawsuit 
against entertainment in¬ 
dustry trade paper Daily 
Variety and its publisher 
Michael Silverman. 

The suit will allege that 
Silverman retaliated against 
Roberts for speaking out on 
his own time against lesbian 
and gay discrimination in the 
Boy Scouts and the entertain¬ 
ment industry. 

The suit will further allege 
that, adding to an already 
heterosexist and homophobic 
environment, Silverman 
harassed and eventually ter¬ 
minated Roberts for these im¬ 
portant First Amendment ac¬ 
tivities. 

The lawsuit demonstrates 
the silencing of lesbian and gay 
voices of protest in major 
Hollywood institutions. 

Daily Variety recently came 
under fire for its anti-gay 
policy to prohibit publishing 
the names of longtime compa¬ 
nions of individuals who had 
died of AIDS. 

In attendance at the con¬ 
ference will be Roberts, his at¬ 
torneys and representatives 
from gay and lesbian organiza¬ 
tions, including Out in Film, 
Queer Nation and others. ▼ 


Boston Nurses Win 
HIV Protections

BOSTON — Nurses at a 
Boston hospital have ratified 
what is believed to be the 
first contract in the nation 
with insurance protection 
against on-the-job HIV infec¬ 
tion. 

Officials said April 28 the 
two-year contract ratified by 
registered nurses at Brigham 
and Women’s Hospital guar¬ 
antees special disability in¬ 
surance to nurses infected 
with the virus that causes 
AIDS. 

The contract guarantees 
up to $100,000 in disability in¬ 
surance and was hailed by 
other professional nursing 
groups. 

“The risk of infection from 
a needle-stick is very low, but 
infection is still a concern,” 
Maureen Anderson of the Cal¬ 
ifornia Nurses Association 
told the Boston Globe. 

She said other hospitals 
were now likely to consider 
such provisions because of 
the Brigham and Women’s 
contract. 

The American Nurses As¬ 
sociation in Washington said 
the contract was “certainly 
on the cutting edge in terms 
of what we hope to see in the 
future.” 

There have been about 40 
cases of health-care workers 
being infected while working 
with HIV patients, the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control 
said. 


Two workers at Brigham 
and Women’s had been infect¬ 
ed on the job, according to 
one union nurse at the hospi¬ 
tal, Diane Palombi. 

Under the contract, nurses 
who believe they have been 
exposed while working will

have to take a test immediate- 

ly- 

If the test is positive, then 
the infection could not have 
been job-related because of 
the latency period involved 
with HIV, and the insurance 
will not be offered, said Elliot 
Small of the Massachusetts 
Nurses Association. 

If, however, the test is neg¬ 
ative and the nurse subse¬ 
quently becomes HIV posi¬ 
tive, “then it will be automat¬ 
ically assumed that the nurse 
was exposed on the job,” 
Small said. 

Brigham and Women’s em¬

Hair Talk 

Jersey Health Department Educates 
Beauticians, Barbers About AIDS

AIDS was one topic Juani¬ 
ta Guzzone would never have 
discussed while gossiping 
with her customers at the 
Charm Beauty Salon and 
Skin Center in Hackensack, 

N .J. 

But since attending an En¬ 
glewood, N.J. Health Depart¬ 
ment seminar, Guzzone has 
been talking about the deadly 
disease nonstop with every¬ 
body. 

“It’s not a disease you can 
put in the closet and forget 
about,” the beautician said. 
“You have to talk about it.” 

Guzzone was one of 79 
hairdressers, manicurists and 
barbers around Bergen Coun¬ 
ty who went to the depart¬ 
ment’s first “Shoptalk” semi¬ 
nar, an outreach program de¬ 
signed to spread information 
about AIDS in those places 
where sometimes racy but 
less threatening conversation 
usually reigns. 

“One of the places we all 
go is the barber shop or the 
beauty shop,” said Debra 
Dennison, a health educator 
with the department. “So we 
thought, ‘Let’s share the chal¬ 
lenge and let beauticians and 
barbers get involved.’ ” 

At the seminar, experts 
with the department and En¬ 
glewood Hospital discussed 


AIDS and the associated HIV 
virus, answered questions and 
gave out brochures. 

The grooming specialists 
were urged to moderate the 
message according to their 
clientele and to do whatever 
they can to raise public 
awareness, whether it be 
putting up posters, handing 
out pamphlets, providing con¬ 
doms or just talking about it, 
Dennison said. 

“We try to put a human 
face on AIDS,” Dennison 
said. “AIDS is not a gay dis¬ 
ease. It’s is not a homosexual 
disease. It affects us all.” 

In New Jersey, 11,756 
AIDS cases, more than 22 
percent of them women, were 
diagnosed between June 1981 
and Aug. 30, and some 40,000 
people are believed to be HIV 
positive, according to the lat¬ 
est state Health Department 
statistics. 

“After that meeting it 
made me very comfortable to 
talk about things that, be¬ 
cause of my age, I would have 
hesitated about,” said Guz¬ 
zone, 44, who attended 
“Shoptalk” with two of her 
co-workers. 

Since then, Guzzone has 
brought it up with all of her 
customers, among whom only 
the elderly reacted in a “neg¬ 
ative” way. 

“But before they get out of 
my chair, they understand 


what I’m trying to get across,” 
Guzzone said. “If we don’t do 
something, then I don’t know 
what will happen to the next 
generation.” 

Targeting beauty parlors — 
those havens where relation¬ 
ships good and bad are often 
chatted about — is not a new 
tactic in the battle against 
AIDS. 

In South Carolina, a hair¬ 
dresser, Diana Diana, has 
transformed her salon into 
an AIDS information center, 
and a New York city group 
sends health-care workers to 
Harlem beauty parlors. 

“Shoptalk” is the second 
program of its kind in the 
state. A project was started 
last year to provide brochures 
to shops in Jersey City, which 
has one of the highest rates 
of HIV infection in the state. 

“Englewood is not as bad 
as Jersey City,” Dennison 
said. “But why wait until your 
cases grow to a mammoth 
amount?” 

Interest in “Shoptalk” was 
strong enough for organizers 
to start planning a second ses¬ 
sion, despite the fact that only 
three men’s barbers showed 
up and participants did not 
take all the pamphlets 
available. 

“Unfortunately, AIDS is 
going to be with us for quite 
a while and we must begin to 
look at it without fear,” Den¬ 
nison said. ▼ 


In the first federal civil 
rights enforcement action 
based on HIV discrimination, 
a federal administrative law 
judge has held that a major 
medical center in New York 
discriminated against an HIV- 
infected pharmacist when it 
refused to hire him without 
restrictions on his duties. 

The decision, which ordered 
a cutoff of all federal financial 
assistance to the hospital until 
it ceases its discrimination, 
sent a strong message that 
health-care workers with HIV 
who use universal precautions 
pose virtually no risk to pa¬ 
tients. 

The decision April 20 by Ad¬ 
ministrative Law Judge Steven 
Kessel in the federal govern¬ 
ment’s Department of Health 


and Human Services followed 
a week-long hearing with 
testimony from public health 
experts, including doctors 
from the Centers for Disease 
Control and National In¬ 
stitutes of Health. 

Based on the evidence pro¬ 
vided by these experts, Kessel 
ruled that Westchester County 
Medical Center’s discrimina¬ 
tory policy of placing limits on 
the pharmacist’s performance 
of duties, such as the prepara¬ 
tion of IV products, violated 
the Rehabilitation Act. 

Kessel ordered that all 
federal financial assistance to 
WCMC, as much as $107 mil¬ 
lion, be terminated until the 
hospital rehires the phar¬ 
macist without restrictions or 
penalty. ▼ 


Colorado Sheriff Guilty 
Of HIV-Related Bias 


A federal jury in Denver has 
concluded that the sheriff of 
Weld County, Colo., inten¬ 
tionally discriminated against 
a reserve deputy sheriff solely 
because the deputy was HIV 
positive. 

After deliberating for 4V2 
hours, the jury on April 17 
found that the sheriff violated 
Section 504 of the federal 
Rehabilitation Act, which pro¬ 
hibits disability-based discrim¬ 
ination by any program receiv¬ 
ing federal financial assistance. 

The case is believed to be the 
first HIV-related jury trial 


under the Rehabilitation Act 
and the first such case involv¬ 
ing an HIV-infected law en¬ 
forcement officer. 

The plaintiff, Bret Tanberg, 
was represented by Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund cooperating attorney 
and board member Lynn 
Palma, with assistance from 
Lambda staff attorney Mike 
Isbell and Lambda cooperat¬ 
ing attorney Laurie McPher¬ 
son of New York City. 

The verdict represents 
Lambda’s second victory in a 
jury trial in the last six weeks. ▼

Pro-Choice Activists Protest 
Court's Upcoming Roe Ruling

Bay Area reproductive 
rights activists gathered April 
22 at the State Building in 
San Francisco to protest ex¬ 
pected Supreme Court restric¬ 
tions on abortion rights and 
to declare their determination 
to fight back. 

The crowd of more than 
250 women, men and children 
assembled to mark the first 
day of court testimony in 
Planned Parenthood of 
Southeastern Pennsylvania v. 
Casey, a case through which 
the court is expected to fur¬ 
ther gut and possibly over¬ 
turn Roe v. Wade, the two- 
decade-old national abortion 
rights precedent. 

“We’re here to say that 
women are the ones to judge 
about abortion, not the 
Supreme Court. We’re the 
one’s who know about the 
condition in our lives and 
know about the circum¬ 
stances that surround us at 
the moment. Women can use 
our own moral systems to 
make our own decisions,” 
Anne Merrill, a representative 
of the Committee to Defend 
Reproductive Rights, told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

“I’m here to defend my 
right to do whatever I want 
with my body,” protester Jen 
Cohen said. “I feel this has an 
impact on my personal life 
even if I don’t sleep with 
men. This issue ties into all 


of the different women’s is¬ 
sues that there are.” 

Rally organizers, which in¬ 
cluded activists from the 
Committee to Defend Repro¬ 
ductive Rights, the Bay Area 
Coalition for Our Reproduc¬ 
tive Rights and several other 
reproductive rights organiza¬ 
tions, wore red justice robes 
as a symbol of protest. 

“Regardless of Supreme 
Court meddling, women will 
continue to judge for them¬ 
selves about how to take care 
of their reproductive health 
needs. The color red symbol¬ 
izes the acute suffering wom¬ 
en face without access to the 
health care they know they 
need,” Jen Martinez, a rally 
planner, told the gathering. 
She went on to talk about 
some of the young women, 
like Becky Bell of Indiana, 
who have recently lost their 
lives through botched back al¬ 
ley abortions due to state law 
restrictions. 

The Pennsylvania law in 
question would require physi¬ 
cians to provide information, 
including state-produced pic¬ 
tures of fetuses, with the in¬ 
tent of strongly discouraging 
women from having an abor¬ 
tion, and would require a 
woman to wait 24 hours be¬ 
tween consulting with her 
doctor and having the abor¬ 
tion, even if the physician de¬ 
termines that the delay would 
be medically dangerous and 
even if the woman must trav¬ 


el far distances between ap¬ 
pointments. The law would 
also require the written 
consent of one parent or a 
court order if the woman is 
under 18. 

In addition, the law stipu¬ 
lates that a married woman 
must notify her husband of 
her decision to have an abor¬ 
tion. Though the 3rd Cir¬ 
cuit Court of Appeals, which 
was the highest court so far to 
rule on the case, struck down 
the husband notification por¬ 
tion of the law, the Supreme 
Court has the power to rein¬ 
state the measure. According 
to testimony in earlier court 
proceedings, the husband no¬ 
tification rule would in most 
cases apply even to battered 
women and marital rape sur¬ 
vivors. 

And although the restric¬ 
tions are excepted in the case 
of a “medical emergency,” 
that term is defined only to 
mean when an abortion is 
necessary to prevent a wom¬ 
an’s death or when delay will 
irreversibly damage a major 
bodily function. 

Many of the speakers at 
the rally pointed to the larger 
context in which the court’s 
decision will sit. 

“We have institutionalized 
sexism in this country. We 
do not have representation in 
the courts, in the government 
and in our own uteruses. 
Women’s needs are pro-fami¬ 
ly, pro-children and pro¬

choice, and must be put on a 
national agenda,” Linci 
Corny, director of the Wom¬ 
en’s Choice Clinic, the first 
feminist health clinic in the 
Bay Area, which was founded 
in 1972, told the crowd. 

“Women are fighting for 
their own survival, the sur¬ 
vival of their families and 
their reproductive rights,” 
Andrea Shorter, a representa¬ 
tive from the Save Our State 
coalition which is fighting 
Gov. Wilson’s proposed wel¬ 
fare cuts, said. 

“This law would exclude 
young women, poor women 
and minority women from ac¬ 
cess to abortion almost as 
though it was totally illegal,” 
Judy Stone, an abortion rights 
activist since 1968, said. 

In it’s ruling of October 
1991, the 3rd Circuit Court 
effectively decided that Roe 
v. Wade was dead. The court 
found that under the prece¬ 
dent of Webster v. Reproduc¬ 
tive Health Services abortion 
is no longer a fundamental 
right. Therefore, instead of 
requiring that government in¬ 
terference with a woman’s 
decision to have an abortion 
be justified by “compelling 
government interests,” the 
3rd Circuit turned to the 
“undue burden” standard put 
forth by Justice O’Connor in 
previous dissenting opinions, 
which says that unless a law 
is “an absolute obstacle” or 
“severe limitation,” to a wom¬ 
an’s right to choose, it will be 
upheld by the court as long 
as it is “rational.” 


Because the Supreme 
Court in recent years has 
slowly chipped away at Roe, 
but has been reluctant to 
openly overturn the prece¬ 
dent, Kathryn Kolbert, the 
ACLU attorney who is repre¬ 
senting Planned Parenthood, 
is pursuing a bold tack in her 
arguments, asking the justices 
to declare whether the 1973 
precedent is the law of the 
land any longer. But despite 
her strategy, many court 
watchers doubt that the jus¬ 
tices will definitively rule on 
Roe. 

“Our expectation is that 
Roe v. Wade will not be over¬ 
turned but will continue to be 
eroded. There is little ques¬ 
tion that the intent of almost 
every justice on the court is 
to eventually overturn Roe v. 
Wade. How it will be over¬ 
turned, and in which case, no¬ 
body knows,” Stone told the 
B.A.R. 

Rally organizers an¬ 
nounced that at 5 p.m. on the 
evening that the court an¬ 
nounces its decision, which is 
expected to happen in June, 
there will be an emergency 
protest at the intersection of 
Powell and Market. 

As the gathering dis¬ 
persed, one little girl was car¬ 
ried away by her mother, 
with a sign on her back that 
summed up the event. It 
read, “If you can’t trust my 
mom with a choice, how can 
you trust her with me?” ▼

Lithuania Jails Gays, 
Latvia OKs Sodomy 


Gay Man Faces 20 Years in Jail 
On Bahamas Sodomy Charge

Independent Lithuania 
continues to jail gay men for 
the crime of making love. 
Meanwhile, nearby Latvia has 
thrown out a law making 
sodomy between males ille¬ 
gal. 

Paragraph 122 of Lithua¬ 
nia’s Criminal Code reads, 
“Sexual relations of a man 
with a man are punishable by 
up to three years imprison¬ 
ment. 

“The same activity, under¬ 
taken using physical violence 
or threats, using the depen¬ 
dent situation or helplessness 
of the victim, or undertaken 
with respect to a minor, is 
punishable by three to eight 
years imprisonment.” 

There are 29 men serving 
sentences under Paragraph 
122; seven were jailed since 
Lithuania declared indepen¬ 
dence from the Soviet Union 
in 1990. The last person con¬ 
victed was Arvydas Cekanavi- 
cius, who chaired the private 
Lithuanian Human Rights 
Committee. 

Arunas Dainauskas, head 
of the Lithuanian Gay and 
Lesbian Information Bureau, 
said prosecutors regularly ob¬ 
tained convictions by granting 
immunity to one defendant in 
exchange for testimony 
against the other, who is then 
charged under the rape clause 
of Paragraph 122. 

Once in prison, gays are 


forced to engage in oral and 
anal sex by both guards and 
other prisoners, Dainauskas 
said. 

Meanwhile, LGLIB says 
the government is spying on 
the group. Public meetings of 
homosexuals are considered 
“incitement of illegal behav¬ 
ior,” Dainauskas said. 

Gays and lesbians are also 
under assault from the 
Catholic Church, which has 
repeatedly invoked “morality” 
and “Biblical injunctions” to 
thwart government action in 
support of homosexuals. 

The church tactics extend 
to opposing AIDS-prevention 
efforts and care for Lithua¬ 
nia’s 13 HIV-positives, Dain¬ 
auskas said. 

Lithuanian newspapers 
have claimed that the church 
hopes to establish a “theocra¬ 
cy.” Bishops have demanded 
mandatory catechism classes 
in public schools and a ban 
on non-Catholic private edu¬ 
cation. 

LGLIB said the homopho¬ 
bia of the church and govern¬ 
ment is out of synch with the 
opinions of many Lithuani¬ 
ans. An LGLIB survey in Vil¬ 
nius tound that only one per¬ 
son in 10 “opposes” gays. Six 
in 10 said gays should be al¬ 
lowed to have organizations 
and meeting places. 

Neighboring Estonia no 
longer enforces its male 
sodomy law and Latvia re¬ 
pealed its law last month.

An employee of a British 
cruise line who allegedly had 
sex on a beach with a Ba¬ 
hamian man faces a possible 
20 years in prison. 

Malcolm Chapman is the 
first person charged under 
Article 16.2 of the 1991 Sexu¬ 
al Offenses and Domestic Vi¬ 
olence Act, which states, 
“Any adult male who has sex¬ 
ual intercourse in a public 
place with another male is 
guilty of a sexual offense and 
liable to imprisonment for 20 
years.” 

Police said Chapman and 
the man had sex on the beach 
in the early morning hours of 
March 12 after meeting at a 
gay club. 


Ukraine repealed its law last 
year and the latest draft of 
the proposed new Russian 
Legal Code contains no ban 
on gay sex. 

In Latvia, by a unanimous 
vote, Parliament abolished 
the male sodomy law, Penal 
Code Paragraph 124.1, on 
March 1. 

Members of the Latvian 
Association for Sexual Equal¬ 
ity had lobbied extensively 
for the repeal. 

The vote was announced 
in the official government 
newspaper, Diena, merely by 


According to the Interna¬ 
tional Lesbian and Gay Asso¬ 
ciation, Chapman was held in 
a cold, wet jail cell for 10 days 
before being arraigned. 

Bail was set at $15,000 for 
him and $10,000 for the Ba¬ 
hamian man. Chapman’s rela¬ 
tives were unable to make the 
bail and he was sent to Fox 
Hill Prison to await a May 4 
court appearance. 

ILGA, which said “condi¬ 
tions are notoriously bad” at 
Fox Hill, and the Internation¬ 
al Gay 8s Lesbian Human 
Rights Commission are call¬ 
ing on gays worldwide to 
protest Chapman’s situation. 

In addition, ILGA called 
on Amnesty International, the 
Commission for Human 
Rights of the European Par-

The Bahamas, an “inde¬ 
pendent commonwealth,” has 
a prime minister, Lynden Os¬ 
car Pindling, and a governor 
general, Henry Taylor, who 
represents Queen Elizabeth, 
the head of state. ▼

However, gay activists in 
Lithuania, which borders 
Latvia, report that authorities 
there continue to aggressively 
enforce that nation’s male

After his father’s death, Larry had no 
living relatives, so he desperately 
reached out for recognition and love. 
His intense manner was interpreted by 
many as being pushy — well maybe he 
was at times — but he wanted to get his 
ideas across to share his talents with 
the public. After all, one doesn’t ac¬ 
complish things unless one toots his 
own horn a little. Those who took the 
time to understand Larry knew him as 
a warm and giving person. 

Larry was known as the Marquessa 
de San Francisco, and when represent-' 
ing his title exhibited a grand and state¬ 
ly demeanor. His was the only private¬ 
ly owned title to be recognized at cor¬ 
onation balls. Involved in many 
functions throughout the years, Larry 
also originated the “Recognition 
Awards” in 1976, but after three years 


they faded out. 

Larry developed cancer of the throat 
and suffered with it the last year and 
a half. Months of laser treatments 
didn’t help for the cancer was too ad¬ 
vanced by then, so on Jan. 3, 1992, 
Larry was checked into the same 
hospital where he was born, because 
an operation to remove his larynx was 
necessary. This is a horrible thing for 
anyone, but especially for Larry who 
liked to talk so much. After the opera¬ 
tion, Larry seemed to be doing well 
and looking forward to going home in 
March, and in time having an artificial 
box. 

Then on one of my visits, I found 
Larry very depressed. He cried and 
told me (by means of writing notes on 
a pad) that he would spend the rest of 
his days there and never go home 
again. The doctor verified it by telling 
me a tumor developed and was grow¬ 
ing very rapidly causing hemorrhag¬ 
ing now and again. There was nothing 
that could be done but to try to keep 
Larry as comfortable as possible, for 
it was just a matter of time. Larry was 
a fighter and wasn’t going to give up 
easily. He hung on for two weeks after 
I was told he only had two or three days 
left. 

There will be a celebration of life for 
Larry at Golden Gate MCC, 1600 Clay 
St., SF, on May 3 at 3 p.m. As Larry’s 
executor, I hope to see many of you 
there, and ask you all to remember 
Larry in your prayers. Thank you

WASHINGTON - After a 
two-hour session explaining 
to high school students how 
science and technology has 
improved athletics, former 
tennis star Arthur Ashe told 
reporters he was prepared to 
become active in enlighten¬ 
ing the public about AIDS. 

Ashe, who announced on 
April 8 he contracted AIDS 
from a transfusion during 
heart surgery, said he “always 
planned to go public at some 
point” about his condition but 
had wanted to make the rev¬ 
elation on his own timetable. 

“I feel a responsibility to 
do something but in this case 
the process was not as impor¬ 
tant as me being able to do 
with my time what I wanted 
to do,” he told a news confer¬ 
ence at Banneker Senior High 
School in Washington, D.C. 

Ashe’s AIDS status was 
made public after a newspa¬ 
per reporter who received a 
tip about it confronted him 
about whether he had AIDS. 
The Banneker appearance, 
on behalf of the National Sci¬ 
ence Foundation, was sched¬ 
uled before the announce¬ 


ment. 

“I am a lucky AIDS pa¬ 
tient,” he sfiid. “I have access 
to the best doctors, all the 
medications, family support 
and personal motivation to do 
as well as I can. Most AIDS 
patients —10 million people— 
are not nearly as lucky.” 

However, Ashe said he 
wanted to make sure that any 
AIDS message he puts out is 
the right message, which is 
why he was meeting with 
Health and Human Services 
Secretary Louis Sullivan and 
AIDS experts first. 

“I want to make sure that 
before I start saying things 
that I know what needs to be 
said,” Ashe said. 

Asked what he would tell 
young people who asked 
about the disease, Ashe said 
part of his message would be 
that there are many others 
who have the infection. 

“The odds are pretty low 
that Magic Johnson is the only 
professional athlete who is 
HIV positive,” Ashe said. 
“There probably are several 
other professional athletes 
who are HIV positive and 
don’t know it.” ▼

don’t think we’ll ever see an 
official Shanti permanent 
training, but what we have 
done for the first time is hire 
a training coordinator and be¬ 
gin to systematize more rigor¬ 
ously what the key content is¬ 
sues are, what—bottom line— 
must be covered, and the pur¬ 
pose of each exercise and the 
goals we’re trying to accom¬ 
plish with it.” 

The goals of volunteer 
training have shifted as Shan- 
ti’s clients have changed with 
the development of the AIDS 
epidemic, Shanti personnel 
and board of directors mem¬ 
bers agreed'. 

Board member Leonard 
Simpson said that some vol¬ 
unteers and clients may have 
the misperception that Shanti 
is turning away from gay 
men as it continues its pro¬ 
gram of multiculturalism. 

Shanti last year began the 


program in order to serve a 
wider range of people with 
AIDS. 

“Shanti’s board made a 
conscious effort (to work to¬ 
ward multiculturalism) be¬ 
cause it is right to do,” Simp¬ 
son said. “By reaching out, by 
being multiculturally sensi¬ 
tive, we become more effec¬ 
tive for everyone.” 

Volunteer Services Adviso¬ 
ry Board member Sue Bish¬ 
op, who facilitated part of last 
weekend’s training, called the 
training a success. 

“We were taken by sur¬ 
prise by this training,” Bishop 
said. “It was happening so fast 
that there was no way we 
could have much input 
because things had to happen 
quickly. 

“We made some mistakes 
and we found some solu¬ 
tions,” Bishop said. “The 
point that we ended on on 
Sunday, people felt like 
things were going very well. 
We’ve got problems and 
we’ve got problems we need 
to solve but that’s what hap¬ 


pens when you’re in the mid¬ 
dle of change when you don’t 
foresee all the problems and 
you don’t have all the solu¬ 
tions.” 


Each month, 587 volun¬ 
teers serve 680 clients 
through Shanti’s Volunteer 
Services Program. The agen¬ 
cy’s other programs include 


housing, counseling at San 
Francisco General Hospital, 
specialized volunteer support 
in low-income areas and van 
transportation. ▼

virus might not even be in¬ 
volved in some cases of 
AIDS, while in other cases 
people with HIV might never 
contract AIDS, the newspaper 
reported. 

“HIV infection doesn’t nec¬ 
essarily lead to AIDS,” said 
Montagnier, who is credited 
as co-discoverer of the human 
immunodeficiency virus in 
1983. “There are some people 
who could escape that.” 

The Sunday Times also 
quoted experts agreeing with 
Montagnier’s thinking as say¬ 
ing it would mean an HIV 
vaccine is unlikely to work, 
and that popular treatments 
such as the drug AZT actual¬ 
ly could hasten the onset of 
AIDS. 

The report said the HIV 
virus, rather than actually 
causing acquired immune de¬ 
ficiency syndrome, might -in¬ 
stead be only an agent that 
stimulates other microbes al¬ 
ready existing in humans that 
cause the symptoms known 
as AIDS. 

Montagnier said that 
would not mean HIV is not 
responsible for the worldwide 
AIDS epidemic, but that per¬ 
haps the disease could be at¬ 
tacked by such treatments as 


antibiotics and vitamins that 
address its other triggering 
mechanisms. 

There remains “a very 
strong case that HIV has 
something to do with AIDS,” 
Montagnier said. “Without 
HIV, I don’t think we would 
have AIDS epidemics. There 
are obvious cases of transmis¬ 
sion of AIDS from one per¬ 
son to another where HIV 
was the only risk factor.” 

But he added, “If activation 
by microorganisms is impor¬ 
tant, I think they (people test¬ 
ing positive for HIV) should 
reduce their risks of being ex¬ 
posed to such microbes, and 
have long-term antibiotic 
treatment.” 

Montagnier, head of AIDS 
research at the Pasteur Insti¬ 
tute in Paris, plans to discuss 
his new theories at a confer¬ 
ence next month in Amster¬ 
dam with Professor Peter 
Duesberg of the University of 
California at Berkeley. 

Duesberg told the Sunday 
Times that HIV is not a new 
virus, but is perhaps “as old 
as America.” He said the epi¬ 
demic was the result of an ex¬ 
plosion in the use of “recre¬ 
ational” drugs such as co¬ 
caine, which badly damage 
the immune system. 

Duesberg also said the epi¬ 
demic was being fueled by 
the use of AZT, which he 
called “iatrogenic genocide.”

And the Health Depart¬ 
ment cupboards are not exact¬ 
ly bare despite all the postur¬ 
ing. 

Don’t expect more than $5 
million in further cuts from 
the Health Department. Ev¬ 
eryone in City Hall from the 
mayor’s budget people to Su¬ 
pervisors Shelly, Migden, 
Britt, Achtenberg and Alioto 
will be pouring over the 
Health Department budget, 
line item by line item. 

Some services may be 
eliminated or programs may 
not be fully staffed, but don’t 
expect to see the public 
health system in San Francis¬ 
co collapse. It’s too much a 
franchise of the University of 
California for that to ever 
happen. 

It’s just the annual city 
budget battle — this time with 
a new mayor and new budget 
crew and there’s a lot of 
rhetoric and righteous talk 
but don’t expect any serious 
fireworks till June. ▼

vices for people with HIV dis¬ 
ease, or mental health and 
substance abuse problems, a 
speaker from Walden House 
said. 

“But that’s who we are. 
We are the children of the 
city,” he said. 

Jordan attempted to speak 
to the rally but, like all elect¬ 
ed officials, including mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors opposed to the budget 
cuts, he was not allowed to 
speak. 

More than 50 advocates 


protested in front of the May¬ 
or’s Office inside City Hall 
during his weekly news con¬ 
ference, but Jordan declined 
to meet with the group and 
more than half-a-dozen uni¬ 
formed police officers were 
called to the scene by his se¬ 
curity officers. 

During the media briefing 
Jordan said that he “was do¬ 
ing his very best to be sensi¬ 
tive” about program needs 
and services but reiterated 
that because of the $148 mil¬ 
lion deficit, there were going 
to be cuts. 

Although he said he was 
trying to balance the budget 
“as sensitively and compas¬ 
sionately in every way possi¬ 


ble,” Jordan also said that 
there had been no final deci¬ 
sion about what programs 
would be axed. 

“But, there will be cuts and 
some programs will not be 
fully staffed,” Jordan said. 

Following the rally, four 
speakers from groups affected 
by the cuts addressed the 
Board of Supervisors. 

“These are deadly cuts,” 
said Jerry Windley of the HIV 
Issues Committe of the Har¬ 
vey Milk Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club, which orga¬ 
nized the rally. “We will not 
have a public health-care sys¬ 
tem anymore if these budget 
cuts go through.” ▼

other participant. 

Although the conference 
focused on women of color, 
planners organized two work¬ 
shops that were open to white 
women as well. In one work¬ 
shop, white women talked 
about working through their 
own racism and teaching oth¬ 
er white people to do the 
same. 


“It’s a really important sigpi 
of solidarity for the white 
women who are here. They 
are showing they are commit¬ 
ted, that they have their own 
agenda to fight racism,” Mon¬ 
roe said. 

“I really hope people have 
a sense of agency when they 
leave today. I think even peo¬ 
ple who are activist-oriented 
can feel a sense of despair, 
feel disenfranchised. But I 
hope this gives people the 
strength to see they can 
change things and get their 


projects done,” Monroe said. 

Workshop topics included 
building alliances and con¬ 
structing power, images of 
women of color in the media, 
health care as a political issue, 
women in indigenous commu¬ 
nities, spirituality and sur¬ 
vival, women of color and the 
educational system, women of 
color in film, women of color 
and the law, multiracial/mul¬ 
ticultural activists, organizing 
multiracial coalitions, and the 
role of activists of European 
descent in anti-racism work. ▼

ture, but it was a connection. 
What’s more, we weren’t 
racist — it was a way to dis¬ 
tance ourselves from our 
class. There was some sense 
that we should belong to an¬ 
other class; some sense that 
we were spiritual Kennedys— 
it was a mask I wanted to 
wear; a mask we all wanted 
to wear.” 

Myles said that she wants 
to be totally open about her 
life. And she wants to be 
president. 

“When I realized that I 
could do it,” she said, “I found 
it so exciting, so nuts, and so 
empowering. I’d gone to India 
for a month during the Gulf 
War. There were hardly any 
Americans there; so people 
kept turning to me and ask¬ 
ing me what I thought of the 
war! I had to keep disowning 
my country in different 
ways.’ ’ 

When Myles returned to 
the States, Bush was stump¬ 
ing around the country. 

“He was all pumped up, 
telling people that the real 
danger to freedom of speech 
was people like me. He was 
saying shut up — to me! Well, 
I realized I was a 42-year-old 
woman and I could run; no 
one could stop me — and it 
would be a wonderful oppor¬ 
tunity to make speeches! I 
love giving speeches!” 

Myles’ love of speeches is 
a blend of art and politics. 
She had gotten burned out 
doing performance pieces and 
wanted something more alive. 

“I wanted to simply speak 
my mind. And then, one 
night I stood up and told a 
story of being 18 and being 
gang raped,” Myles said. “I 
just got up and told this story, 
and it was an amazing experi¬ 
ence for me. People had all 
sorts of reactions — they hated 
it, they loved it. I was in a 
cold sweat! Since then, I’ve 
kept fooling around with the 
form of talking.” 

After dropping out of a 
much sought-after heterosex¬ 
ual utopia in college, Myles 
donned a backpack and hitch¬ 
hiked through Europe. 

“The only people I met 
were lesbians,” she laughed, 
“and I began to figure out 
that I’d probably been a les¬ 
bian all along! But I didn’t un¬ 
derstand it at the time.” 

Myles said that she feels 
that due to her working-class 
upbringing, she was driven to 
achieve the American Dream. 

She returned to the States, 
to San Francisco. (“It was too 
gay. I had a big homophobic 
attack and returned to New 
York.”) She moved into an 


apartment with some friends. 

“The room I stayed in was 
like a lesbian museum — a pic¬ 
ture of Amelia Earhart on the 
wall, ‘Lesbian Nation’ on the 
bookshelf. I thought to my¬ 
self, ‘Uh-oh, nowhere to run,’ 
and I fell madly in love with 
a woman.” 

Myles came out slowly. 

“New York was where I 
didn’t need to make sense of 
my life,” she said. “I could 
stay in all day, get hungry, 
and write my poetry.” 

She discovered drugs and 
drinking got much deeper 
into the poetry scene; and 
published her own poetry 
magazine. 

“The amphetamines gave 
me the courage to chase the 
woman I loved, and to call 
the poets I most admired and 
ask them to contribute to my 
magazine,” she said. 

Getting sober was a huge 
change for Myles. 

“It’s when I got political,” 
she reflected. “I realized how 
I felt about women, and an¬ 
other whole wave of fear and 
homophobia swept over me. 
It was one thing to be a les¬ 
bian, quite another to feel be¬ 
ing a lesbian.” 

Myles found that her art 
and her sexuality were insep¬ 
arable, that both were about 
power. 

“I have a sexuality of 
Eileen, and who knows what 
that is,” she said. 

Myles’ art, sexuality and 
politics all come together in 
her candidacy. She has advis¬ 
ers and plans for the issues. 

“I want to abolish income 
tax,” she said. “Income tax 
started during the Civil War, 
then it ended. It started up 
again as a temporary measure 
to fund World War I.” 

Myles said she wants to 
see a tax based on assets. 

“If you tax assets, then 
we’re taxing people who own 
things,” she said. “Fifty per¬ 
cent of the people in America 
don’t own things, and so they 
shouldn’t pay taxes. I think 
the people who own pieces of 
America should pay for it.” 

When asked why someone 
should vote for her instead of 
for someone who could con¬ 
ceivably get elected and even¬ 
tually change the course of 
the nation, she answered: 
“Neither Clinton nor Brown 
would say they support do¬ 
mestic partnership. In Nazi 
Germany, Jews couldn’t mar¬ 
ry. In America under slavery, 
blacks couldn’t marry. We 
are second-class citizens! You 
know. 

“We’re always voting de¬ 
fensively; we’re always voting 
against someone. It just might 
feel good to vote positively, to 
vote for a woman who sup¬ 
ports what we believe in.”

had a great deal of personal 
growth as a result of the de¬ 
bate,” Squires suggested. 

Following the bill’s ap¬ 
proval by the House (73-67) 
and Senate (23-5), several leg¬ 
islators found burned or de¬ 
faced state flags on their of¬ 
fice steps. Many received hate 
mail and threatening phone 
calls prior to the measure’s 
passage. 

Sen. Richard Mazza said a 
maniacal woman came to his 
home and threatened to re¬ 
turn with a gun. 

“All the hate mail and the 
hate phone cadis and the ser¬ 
mons (by fundamentalist 


preachers) have fueled my 
own civil rights and anti-dis¬ 
crimination fire,” Wolk told 
reporters. “I’ve had a dozen 
bills I’ve proposed that be¬ 
came law. This has been the 
most painful but in the end 
the most rewarding.” 

Dean said of the hate cam¬ 
paign, “If there are people 
who are willing to go to those 
kinds of lengths to express 
their feelings about homosex¬ 
uals, then it’s pretty obvious 
to me that the gay and les¬ 
bian community needs the 
protection afforded by this 
bill.” 

The other states with gay 
rights laws are Connecticut, 
Hawaii (employment only), 
Massachusetts, New Jersey 
and Wisconsin. ▼

of the Health and Hospitality 
Council and an employee of 
the Bureau of Alcohol and 
Drugs in Santa Clara, the 
seminar is also intended to 
eventually alter the behavior 
of bar patrons. 

“What we’re trying to do is 
change some of the practices 
in the bar community. If we 
change the environment in 
the bars and actively promote 
the idea that not only is it OK 
not to drink, but that there 
also is a large selection of 
non-alcoholic drinks to choose 
from, it will be safer and eas¬ 
ier not to drink,” she said. 

She added that a primary 
motivation for the seminar is 
safe-sex promotion. 

“AIDS risk reduction is a 


major issue connected with al¬ 
cohol and drug use. When 
you add alcohol to the pic¬ 
ture, it will loosen the person 
up and may lead to risky be¬ 
havior,” Tarbell said. 

According to Dan 
Wohlfeiler, education director 
of the STOP AIDS Resource 
Center in San Francisco, sem¬ 
inars for bar managers about 
non-alcoholic drink alterna¬ 
tives are not taking place in 
San Francisco, although they 
should be. 

“I think it’s a great idea. 
My understanding is that it 
has happened in the past, but 
it’s not happening now,” he 
said. 

Wohlfeiler added that alco¬ 
hol consumption is one im¬ 
portant trigger of unsafe sex, 
although other factors, like 
perceived intimacy between 
partners, contribute to unsafe 
sex practices. 


The Health and Hospitali¬ 
ty Council of Santa Clara be¬ 
lieves that serving non-alco¬ 
holic drinks will not only in¬ 
crease patron’s options but 
will also make for good busi¬ 
ness. 

“Bars become safer, health¬ 
ier and more inviting places 
for friends to meet when all 
customers feel comfortable 
about ordering buzz-free 
drinks. Customers feel val¬ 
ued when bars respect and 
support their drink choices. 
Customer loyalty translates 
into dollars,” a statement re¬ 
leased by the council said. 
“By providing customers a 
wide variety of non-alcohol ‘al¬ 
ternative’ drinks, ‘solution 
seekers’ demonstrate their 
commitment to the communi¬ 
ty’s wellness — without erod¬ 
ing their own ability to stay 
afloat.” ▼

in Chinese about early cancer 
detection and prevention for 
women. 

Organizers say that the 
multicultural coalition they 
have built is a central part of 
the plan. 

“I’m excited that women of 
color and white women are 
coming together around this 
issue,” said Felicia Ward, pro¬ 
gram director of the Bay Area 
Black Women’s Health Pro¬ 
ject. “That in itself is always a 
major statement.” 

“Creating strong coalitions 
is the key,” said Luz Alvarez 
Martinez, director of the Na¬ 
tional Latina Health Project. 
“Together, we can have a 
larger voice and be more vis¬ 
ible.” 


Many of the women in¬ 
volved in the walk have lost 
friends and family members 
to the disease and some are 
survivors themselves. 

“For me, this is a way of 
dealing with the fear around 
cancer,” Zimburg said. “I, my¬ 
self, had a melanoma and it 
scared the hell out of me. 
There really needs to be bet¬ 
ter access to health care. The 
bigger agenda is national 
health care. That’s what it’s 
all about.” 

She stressed that women 
and cancer activists in no way 
intend to diminish the fight 
against AIDS, only to focus 
energy on another important 
and overlooked health crisis. 

“We’re certainly not trying 
to compete with AIDS, but 
bring attention to the lack of 
attention women’s health con¬ 
cerns have gotten. There’s 
room for more than one issue. 
They’re all important,” Zim¬ 


burg said. She added that the 
walk is the same day as the 
AIDS bike-a-thon only be¬ 
cause walk organizers had to 
conform to the schedule of 
the Human Race, of which 
they are a part. 

People can register for the 
walk up until the event itself

Walkers should sign in by 
9:45 a.m. with pledge sheets 
and donations at the Women 
and Cancer Walk booth at 
Laney College in Oakland.

tive issues, the report said. 

In 1976 the total amount of 
money spent to influence 
state officials through lobby¬ 
ing was twice that spent try¬ 
ing to influence voters 
through the initiative process. 

In 1988 and 1990, however, 
more money was spent on 
ballot measures than on lob¬ 
bying, the commission said. 

The study found that busi¬ 
ness interests spend an enor¬ 
mous amount of money on 


campaigns to defeat ballot 
measures that threaten their 
industry. 

For example, the tobacco 
industry spent $22 million in 
1988 in an unsuccessful at¬ 
tempt to oppose Proposition 
99, which increased the 
cigarette tax. The insurance 
industry spent more than $61 
million in 1988 on five insur¬ 
ance initiatives, but was un¬ 
able to defeat Proposition 
103, which sought to roll back 
rates. 

The 24-member commis¬ 
sion called for limits on con¬ 
tributions, independent ex¬ 
penditures and total spending.

F ew can forget the hate¬ 
ful attacks on lesbians 
and gays by Anita 
Bryant, the former 
beauty queen who led a suc¬ 
cessful campaign to overturn 
the Dade County, Fla., civil 
rights law in the 1970s. Last 
week Bryant was back on na¬ 
tional TV, appearing on the 
Maury Povich Show (she’s 
written a new book). The 
show airs locally on KRON 
TV4. 

Bryant, Povich and the au¬ 
dience discussed how Bryant’s 
campaign against gays had 
been “misunderstood,” and re¬ 
sulted in unfair attacks on her. 
Povich remarked that the con¬ 
troversy “mushroomed to the 
point that gays felt you were 
against them entirely.” The 
closest Povich came to chal¬ 
lenging Bryant’s homophobia 
was remarking that her posi¬ 
tion was “easy to misunder¬ 
stand.” When Bryant started 
into one of her sermons on ho¬ 
mosexuality (“In the bible it 
says it’s a sin, and the wages 
of sin is death”), Povich quick¬ 
ly said, “I don’t want to get 
into that.” 

An apparently carefully 
screened audience cheered 
Bryant’s every word and 
asked her obsequious ques¬ 
tions like “In the Bible Jesus 
did state that when you preach 
his word . .. you will be perse¬ 
cuted — didn’t that help you?” 
and “Could you name some of 
the songs you recorded?” 

One audience member, a 
radical compared to the oth¬ 
ers, responded to Bryant’s 
statement that AIDS was a 
“ramification of a choice of a 
lifestyle,” by saying, “You also 
have to remember that there 
is a population out there that 
do have AIDS, that haven’t 
done anything wrong... 

“We were speaking strictly 
of homosexuals,” Bryant clar¬ 
ified. 

Povich declared that Bryant 
was “finally approaching her 
day in the sun.” 

“See, you’ve got friends,” 
he beamed as the audience 
cheered her. As the show 
closed, before kissing Bryant, 
Povich declared, “I can’t be¬ 
lieve it, we got through this 
show, nobody got angry... 
that says a lot about you, Anita 
Bryant.”

Ann Landers 

Syndicated advice colum¬ 
nist Ann Landers digs herself 
into a deeper hole every time 
she addresses a lesbian, gay or 
bisexual issue. Last year she 
told a mother that her daugh¬ 
ter’s domestic partner had no 
right to be included in a fami¬ 
ly photograph; last month she 
decided to hold a postcard poll 
on whether or not lesbians 
and gays are miserable sin¬ 
ners. This week, in a brief re¬ 
sponse to the wife of a bisexu¬ 
al man, she defamed bisexuals 
and spread misinformation 
about AIDS. Landers’ column 
appears locally in the Examin¬ 
er, the San Jose Mercury 
News and the Contra Costa 
Times. 

An anonymous woman 
wrote Ann to say that her hus¬ 
band had been carrying on a 
correspondence with an im¬ 
prisoned gay friend. She re¬ 
vealed that she regularly 
steamed open her husband’s 
private letters. The wife was 


worried because her husband’s 
friend was going to get out of 
jail, and she feared they would 
start up a relationship. 

Ann responded that “when 
a woman competes with a ho¬ 
mosexual for the affection of a 
bisexual male, she almost al¬ 
ways loses. Since AIDS has 
reared its ugly head, I would 
not advise any woman to con¬ 
tinue in a relationship with a 
man who has sex with another 
male.” 

So bisexuals are really gay 
and Landers still believes, 12 
years into the epidemic, that 
it’s gay sex, not unsafe sex, 
that transmits HIV. She de¬ 
serves a truckload of mail 
about this one!

bian community,” she says. 
“Working with the communi¬ 
ty to develop that model re¬ 
mains one of my proudest 
achievements.” 

Feinstein also says, “Fail¬ 
ing to beat AIDS, however, 
was one of my most profound 
disappointments. As chair of 
the U.S. Conference of May¬ 
ors, I spearheaded an inten¬ 
sive lobbying effort with 
Congress and as a U.S. Sena¬ 
tor I pledge to fight to move 
funding for AIDS research 
and education to the forefront 
of the country’s political agen¬ 
da. I will fight until there is a 
cure; that is a promise. I was 
there at the beginning of this 
tragic epidemic and I want 
very much to be there at its 
end. As mayor, I helped open 
the nation’s first AIDS ward; 
as senator, I will not rest until 
this country closes it’s last 
AIDS ward.” 

Feinstein pledges that she 
will not only be a strong ad¬ 
vocate for equality, but will 
be “vigilant in ensuring that 
recent advances are protected 
and fully implemented.” 

She promises to provide 
strong support for efforts to 
combat hate crimes based on 
anti-gay prejudice and will en¬ 
sure that immigration re¬ 
forms enacted last year are 
indeed implemented so that 
gay men and lesbians are not 
barred from entry to or de¬ 
ported from this country. 

Feinstein also is commit¬ 
ted to being thorough in de¬ 
termining that presidential 
appointments to the judiciary, 
as well as other appointments 
on which the Senate must 
pass confirmation, indicate no 
hint of bias against gay and 
lesbian people. 

“My commitment to equal¬ 
ity is not a passing one. I be¬ 
lieve that a people, when al¬ 
lowed to be free, will make 
their greatest contribution,” 
Feinstein says. “I will contin¬ 


ue to use my career in public 
office to advance social justice 
for all people. Perhaps the 
greatest impact that anti-gay 
prejudice has on our society 
is the enormous opportunity 
which is missed. One has 
only to look at the proud ex¬ 
ample of the gay community 
in San Francisco. It was thriv¬ 
ing there when the AIDS epi¬ 
demic first began to surface. 
The community immediately 
mobilized in response and 
provided leadership unparal¬ 
leled in any other battle 
against disease. The world 
still looks to the gay commu¬ 
nity for many answers: I will 
continue to do so as well.” 

I have known Feinstein for 
nearly 20 years and have of¬ 
ten disagreed with her on one 
issue or another, but I have 
never known a person as 
committed as the former 
mayor. Feinstein has a 
proven record of being a 
friend to the gay and lesbian 
community; we need her in 
the Senate. I will proudly 
vote for Feinstein in the June 
2 primary — and again in the 
November general election 
and I urge you to do likewise.

Forsythe. What???? Could the 
fact that Ms. Forsythe, herself 
a member of the Bar Associ¬ 
ation’s board of directors, and 
no less than three of her fel¬ 
low deputy public defenders 
who sit on the Bar Associa¬ 
tion’s judiciary committee 
have anything to do with this 
surprising appraisal? Who 
says there’s no such thing as 
politics in the judiciary? 

Forsythe may very well be 
“exceptionally well qualified” 


to be a judge, but no more so 
than Ellen Chaitin, who also 
happens to be a longtime 
friend and supporter of the 
gay and lesbian community. 
Ellen Chaitin gets my vote in 
this one. 

In a recent letter to Gen. 
Colin Powell, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, Virginia 
U.S. Sen. Charles Robb, an 
ex-Marine and Vietnam War 
veteran (and the son-in-law of 
the late President Lyndon 
Johnson), said that gays 
should be allowed to serve in 
the military. 

“Like racial or ethnic ori¬ 
gin or gender, sexual orienta¬ 
tion has no bearing on how 
great a contribution an indi¬ 
vidual can make to the Unit¬ 
ed States,” Robb said. 

The Democratic senator’s 
letter challenged comments 
Gen. Powell made in Febru¬ 
ary, in which Powell said ho¬ 
mosexual behavior “is incon¬ 
sistent with maintaining good 
order and discipline.” 

San Francisco Congress- 
woman Nancy Pelosi, being 
named co-chairwoman of the 
Democratic Party’s national 
platform committee, replaces 
Rep. Mary Rose Okar of 
Ohio, who lost favor and a 
sure re-election bid by pulling 
more than 200 overdrafts in 
the House banking scandal. 
Before you ask, yes, Pelosi 
had a few of those bouncing 
checks herself, but she is in a 
safe district while Rep. Okar, 
thanks to the banking scam, 
is in political hot water. 

Political observers are 
telling me the race for the 
House Democratic nomina¬ 
tion in the Peninsula’s 14th 
District is very close between 
Tom Nolan, Assemblyman 
Ted Lempert and Supervisor 
Anna Eshoo (didn’t she have 
her chance last time?).

Denmark is not, however, 
a utopia for gay men and les¬ 
bians (utopias do not exist, 
contradictions and human 
hypocrisies do); but my expe¬ 
riences suggest a nation that 
is sketching the outlines for a 
happier, more honest, more 
loving world. 

Henrik Lyding, a soft-spo¬ 
ken man in his mid-thirties, is 
one of Denmark’s most well- 
known, and influential, fig¬ 
ures within the country’s gay 



liberation/gay rights move¬ 
ment. Lyding is the cultural 
editor for Radio Rosa, Den¬ 
mark’s gay/lesbian radio sta¬ 
tion, and the host of HIV 
Hope and Love, a weekly 
program featuring news and 
interviews related to the 
AIDS crisis. 

Sponsored by PAN, the 
country’s homosexual rights 
organization (founded in 1948 


and the oldest in the world, 
according to Lyding), Radio 
Rosa is the primary means of 
communication between gays 
in Denmark. Broadcasting 
four hours per day, Rosa pre¬ 
sents a substantive mixture of 
news, cultural reviews, histor¬ 
ical portraits, interviews and 
classical music. “But we espe¬ 


cially like to play those all¬ 
boy choirs,” Lyding tells me 
with a grin, just as I’m start¬ 
ing to believe the Danes are 
too highbrow to be believed. 

Lyding also explains the 
difference that AIDS, and the 
Danish government’s support

carried her collection of Jeri 
Southern and Margaret Whit¬ 
ing ’50s vinyl to her desert 
ranch, where she self-penned 
songs, casting to the wind 
worries of what “they” will 
think. 

This extraordinary collec¬ 
tion of songs deals a very sub¬ 
tle but distinctive blow to 
past self-censorship. Surren¬ 
der, wet kisses, identity, de¬ 
sire and lust are laced themat¬ 
ically. The twang is decon¬ 


structed with everything from 
vibraphone to cello and yet 
reverberates like a sphinx in 
the aural accents of phrasing. 

k.d. lang is simply the best, 
and she very clearly is one of 
us.

Rap and hip hop began as 
a way of communicating and 
educating in a cultural con¬ 
text that would reach out to 
masses of disempowered and 
disadvantaged people. From 
the streets of the African- 
American community, the 
style spread like a flash fire, 
fueled by technological ad¬ 
vances that made the appro¬ 
priation of aural material pos¬ 
sible to anyone with imagina¬ 
tion, a turntable and a few 


electronic gadgets. 

Rap and hip hop were al¬ 
most completely co-opted of 
their radical imperative by 
the mass marketing of gangs- 
ta rap with its virulent fag¬ 
bashing/woman-hating/pimp 
sensibility on the one hand 
and by Hammeresque pap on 
the other. 

Now from the ashes of the 
industrial cult band the Beat- 
nigs rises Disposable Heroes 
of Hiphoprisy to carry on a 
tradition that began in slave 
culture and was preserved in 
the ’60s and 70s by artists 
like the Last Poets (sadly ho¬ 
mophobic) and Gil Scott- 
Heron (sadly closeted). Two 
native San Franciscans, 
African-American Michael 
Franti and Chinese-American 
Rono Tse, are the Disposable 
Heroes. 

With a full-frontal vocal at¬ 
tack, Franti and Tse go after 
“the enemy,” and find it is not 
just the boob tube or crack. 
Dickcentric misogyny and in¬ 
terpersonal violence are ma¬ 
jor factors as well, and the 
two take a stab at hip-swing¬ 
ing, foot-tapping transforma-

Of Gulls and Gullibility

D id you know that 14 
percent of seagulls 
in Santa Barbara 
are lesbian? This as¬ 
tonishing (and empowering) 
tidbit was one of many on the 
April 24 installment of ABC’s 
20/20 news magazine. 

One segment of the maga¬ 
zine format show was devot¬ 
ed to Joseph Nicolosi, the pre¬ 
sent Grand Wizard of repara¬ 
tive therapy theory. Reporter 
John Stossel interviewed 
“therapist” Nicolosi about his 
work with people who “hate 
being gay.” Immediately, and 
throughout, the program was 
unwaveringly on the right 
side. By that I don’t mean 
merely our side, the queer 
side, the civil rights side — I 
mean the side of common 
sense. 

Nicolosi’s pathological 
ramblings about the “male 
gender deficit” and little boys 
“alienated from the father” as 
the cause of male homosexu¬ 
ality are by now familiar. His 
patients, Nicolosi insists, are 
desperately unhappy being 
gay. His aim is to “connect 
men in a non-sexual way” so 
they can become normal het¬ 
erosexuals. 

This involves hanging out, 
playing volleyball, hugging. In 
this way, fellows can learn to 
relate to each other as men, 
and somehow or other, the 
development of erotic desires 
for women will take care of 
itself.

Nicolosi: “These men want 
to be part of society, they 
want to have relationships. 
They want to get married.” 

Stossel: “Why not just mar¬ 
ry a man, then?” (Bravo.) 

Nicolosi: “Homosexuality 
is not of equal value.” 

It doesn’t take a leftist to 
figure out that the problems 
lesbians and gay men face, 
historically and presently, are 
not inherent, but due to the 
attitudes and policies of soci¬ 
ety. Stossel and 20/20 took 
this elementary analysis as 
fact, and declared that the ac¬ 
cepted understanding of ho¬ 
mosexuality is that it is not 
an illness, not changeable.

Matters of Life and Death

T hicket, written by 
Susan Griffin with 
the collaboration of 
Action Theatre cre¬ 
ator Ruth Zaporah, will re¬ 
ceive its world premiere as 
part of Life on the Water’s 
Earth Drama Lab this week¬ 
end. Griffin is an international¬ 
ly known and award-winning 
writer who has explored a 
range of subjects and styles. 
Her other dramatic work in¬ 
cludes the Emmy-winning 
Voices. 

Thicket deals with the 
sudden death of Griffin’s 
friend, a woman with whom 
she lived in a platonic but 
deeply loving relationship. It 
explores the process of grief, 
as a woman (performed by 
performance artist and chore¬ 
ographer Zaporah) attempts 
to convey her feelings 
through what Griffin calls 
“the tension between lan¬ 
guage and reality” in an “ex¬ 
ploration of states of mind as 
they really are.” 

Griffin emphasizes how 
important it is to grieve and 
experience it fully — for the 
body to “know” the processes 
of birth and death by witness¬ 
ing them. The “experience of 
grief includes the realization 
of the miraculous power that 
exists in all of us.” 

The play’s title is a literal 
reference to a tangle of 
branches, but extends beyond 
that to encompass nature and 
our own, very human restric¬ 
tions. Thicket investigates 
language, while acknowledg¬ 
ing its limitations in the ex¬ 
pression of emotion, and 
moves beyond it. It’s a “look 
at the way we try to control 


experience with language” as 
well as a humor-filled “cele¬ 
bration” of it. 

Necessary Humor 

A sense of humor is not 
only critical to Zaporah’s per¬ 
formance but is, Griffin ob¬ 
serves, also necessary for hu¬ 
man survival. We live in a 
culture that does not know 
how to gracefully handle 
death and dying, to really in¬ 
corporate it into our lives and 
consider it part of our lives. 

Griffin sees the American 
theatre to be in great need of 
“a richer language,” citing a 
real lack of it in current dra¬ 
ma. For her, words don’t 
just exist on a page; 
she means for all her 
writing to be read aloud. She 
particularly loves — her eyes 
light up — the idea “of one 
person onstage” for about 70 
minutes telling a story and 
that one performer giving an 
audience the exhilarating feel¬ 
ing “that they’ve traveled to 
five other countries, danced, 
eaten well, made love ... 

When Griffin first saw Za¬ 
porah work, she discovered 
an immediate affinity and 
wanted to write something 
for her to perform. Griffin 
calls Zaporah “an astonishing 
actress” who possesses a 
“comic sophistication.” 

Thicket was initially a col¬ 
laboration between the two. 
Zaporah helped develop the 
script with Griffin and pro¬ 
vide a shape for it, as Griffin 
really wrote for her, using 
Zaporah’s own speech pat¬ 
terns and rhythms. 

Of working with the inde¬ 
fatigable, much-in-demand di¬ 
rector Mary Forcade, Griffin 
says, “She’s such a genius — 
she gets right to the heart of a 


piece, philosophically and 
psychologically. I found her 
suggestions for script changes 
to work theatrically as well as 
reinforce the narrative intent” 
of the piece. 

Overlooked Connections 

Griffin is concerned with 
what she sees as the frequent¬ 
ly overlooked connections be¬ 
tween illnesses like AIDS, 
cancer and Chronic Fatigue 
Syndrome. The medical es¬ 
tablishment’s relatively recent 
recognition of the seriousness 
of chronic fatigue, which Grif¬ 
fin herself has had for the 
past eight years, is something 
she notes is “still trivialized 
by the media.” 

The playwright believes 
that her sense of mortality 
was developed at an earlier 
age than most people’s be¬ 
cause of the sudden death of 
her father when she was 16. 
This confrontation with death 
and Griffin’s living with CFS 
do “make one appreciate and 
understand life more, and it’s 
an understanding that defies 
words” — something that 
makes her work as a writer 
all the more challenging. 

“Society is so full of de¬ 
nial,” she says, on all levels. 
Death is not embraced as be¬ 
ing part of life, and what life 
is all about to begin with is 
forgotten by those who con¬ 
tinue to destroy the planet. 
Griffin stresses the fundamen¬ 
tal interconnection of all hu¬ 
man actions. 

This interconnection is 
also at the heart of Griffin’s A 
Chorus of Stones: The Pri¬ 
vate Life of War, due out in 
October. In it she weaves ac¬ 
counts of both famous and or¬ 
dinary people, links war with 


abuse of all kinds, and traces 
the history of the develop¬ 
ment of nuclear weapons and 
the critical strategy of bomb¬ 
ing civilians. 

It is this relating of often 
seemingly disparate things 
and events that Griffin does 
so well in all her work. And 
Thicket — with Griffin’s al¬ 
ways magical and musical 
writing, combined with what 
promises to be an intense per¬ 
formance, intriguing staging 
and subtly effective visual 


and aural elements — should 
be an illuminating experience 
about one of life’s truly 
“transformative events.” ▼

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A Great White Whale of an Evening

i iyr m ye Must Never 
* * \ / Forget” is the 

m/m/ title director 
W W John G Fletcher 
has given his program 
note for the ACT pro¬ 
duction of Good, C.P. Tay¬ 
lor’s investigation of one 
man’s slow but sure accom¬ 
modation of evil in Nazi Ger¬ 
many. But the three-hour play 
is so long and Fletcher’s di¬ 
rection such an overstuffed 
wonder, a three-ring circus of 
extravagant diversion, that by 
the time the play lumbers to 
its end, we can hardly re¬ 
member when it started, 
much less what it was about. 

Actually, all the Nazi stuff 
is misleading, because the 
play is not about the work¬ 
ings of the Third Reich but 
about man’s capacity for good 
and evil. The Nazi setting is 
almost unfair to such dis¬ 
course; it is too loaded and, 
indeed, provides a near fatal 
distraction for the director 
and his audience. 

Yet I cannot imagine an¬ 
other setting that would allow 
moral probing on such a 
grand scale. As ultimately dis¬ 
parate as the elements of this 
play and its production are, 
this Good is fascinating to 
see. 

The tumultuous life of its 
protagonist and the fantastic 
caricatures of Nazi Germany 
— most notably Dietrich’s 
Lola and the husband she de¬ 


means into clowndom — 
sprawl across the stage and 
deep into the exposed wings. 
The play’s potential sweep, 
however, may be compro¬ 
mised by the same intimate 
size of the Stage Door The¬ 
atre that makes it a privilege 
to see plays there in the first 
place. This Max Reinhardt¬ 
sized drama needs a Fest- 
speilhaus to realize its inex¬ 
orable, epic sweep. Though 
always dazzling to the eye, it’s 
too much for this house — 
maybe too much for this play. 

Rhythmic Grotesqueries 

The antecedents to Good 
should be the stage’s great 
moral treatises: Goethe, that 
school. Yet in fulfilling in the 
extreme the author’s inclina¬ 
tions toward musical theatre, 
director Fletcher’s most im¬ 
mediately visible forebears 
are Cabaret, Evita and 
Chicago. The music hall 
turns, banner unfurlings and 
rhythmic grotesqueries here 
submerge the text rather than 
illuminate it. They seem cal¬ 
culated more to stave off 
boredom than to convey 
meaning; in the long run — 
and it’s very long — they only 
delay the action. 

After 2 1/2 hours of every 
conceivable dilemma the 20th 
century has to offer, from ex¬ 
istential numbness to the 
genocide of races, we reach a 
monologue of soul searching 
we take, fatigued by the pre¬ 
vious hours of self-flagella¬ 


tion, as the summation. Only 
to find it’s not. There’s a dia¬ 
logue which caps it; ah, good, 
this is It. 

But it isn’t. Then we go to 
Auschwitz. That’s where I 
stopped trying to absorb 
Good. During this whole 
Moby Dick of an evening, the 
deepest of moral problems 
are thrashed out; symbolism 
by the truckful is larded over 
the stage; buckets of musical 
memories by hounded Jews 
like Weill and Jew hounders 
like Wagner provide foot¬ 
notes; Dietrich manques up¬ 
stage the stars; otherwise real¬ 
istic scenes are sung in opera 
pastiche; and Bavarian bands 
oom-pah across the stage. 
And then we go to 
Auschwitz. The show’s got so 
much stuffing that its ele¬ 
ments become mutually self¬ 
canceling. 

Not the least of which is 
the lead performance by 
William Hurt. He’s excellent, 
of course, but directed to be 
so numbly anguished 
throughout that we are pro¬ 
vided no anchor. Adrift, as 
Hurt’s character is, in a sea of 
growing wrong, we are sub¬ 
merged along with his good. 

And yet the course of ac¬ 
tion haunts my mind. Good 
depicts a tragedy which could 
be our own and does so with 
great theatricality. ▼

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dote. Had librettist Lynn 
Ahrens dared disturbing us 
with harsher realities, the 
show may have gained a con¬ 
text to move us. 

However, the show does 
have its striking moments, 
particularly in several ballads, 
with Ahrens’ precise lyrics 
and Stephen Flaherty’s ele¬ 
gantly lined romances. I ad¬ 
mired the narrative creativity 
of director Graciela Daniele’s 
choreography. There’s an ex¬ 
cess of arm waving and hip 
undulations, as if Katherine 
Dunham had never showed 
the possibilities of Caribbean 
choreography. But this isn’t 
really a dancing show; it’s 
been cast with performers 
who are primarily singers, 
and the incessant movement 
has been kept within their 
abilities. 

There are other charms 
here as well, not the least of 
which is a pleasing cast. 
In the days of trumpet 
and blather, it’s nice to see a 
show whose primary virtue is 
that it’s nice. Sorry that I 
couldn’t be more enthusiastic, 
but for all its eagerness, Once 
on This Island is a little im¬ 
personal. ▼

Gay Composer's 
Humanist Perspective

H ere’s progress for 
you. Thirty-one- 
year-old Stephen 
Flaherty is a Broad¬ 
way composer whose gay 
identity is a plain fact of life. 
It’s neither hidden darkly 
away nor encoded in his 
work. He’s not even sure it’s 
part of his work at all. 

“I hear about a gay sensi¬ 
bility,” the composer of Once 
on This Island muses when 
asked about the possible cor¬ 
relation between art and sex¬ 
uality, “especially in terms of 
musical comedy and camp. 
But it’s hard for me to sepa¬ 
rate that. I wouldn’t say I 
have a gay sensibility. I ap¬ 
proach it from a human 
rather than a specific sexual 
place, so I would think that I 
have more of a humanist 
point of view. 

“I don’t know if it’s a spe¬ 
cific sexual thing, but the 
emotional content of the mu¬ 
sic for Island came partly 
from experiences I was going 
through at the time,” he ex¬ 
plains. “I felt like a naive 
youngster at approaching 
some of the darker colors of 
the show, about death and 
trying to heal somebody 
through unconditional love. 
But I was taking care of a 
friend who was very sick at

the time, and it opened a lot 
of emotional things for me. I 
know that the love and feel¬ 
ing between us directly affect¬ 
ed my writing. And the good 
news is that my friend got 
through his illness just as I 
finished the score. 

“Our previous show had 
no ballads, so I had several 
years of them welling up in 
me, and I know that the love 
and feeling between me and 


my friend brought them out,” 
he adds. 

Flaherty met his lyricist 
partner, Lynn Ahrens, in the 
BMI Musical Theatre Work¬ 
shop shortly after he moved 
to New York. There weren’t 
that many women in the 
workshop, or on Broadway, 
for that matter. Betty Com 1 
den, Mary Rodgers, Dorothy 
Fields, Carolyn Leigh, 
Gretchen Cryer and Nancy 
Ford come to mind, and 
that’s about it. Anything fated 
about a gay composer gravi¬ 
tating to a female partner? 

“I don’t think in terms of 
male and female so much,” 
Flaherty says, “as I think in 
terms of Lynn and my strong 
points. When I wrote lyrics, 
they were more opaque and 
guarded, and she has this 
very directness to her lyrics.” 

The team has moved di¬ 
rectly on to their next project, 
and it differs markedly from 
the calypso-flavored Once on 
This Island. Their stage ver¬ 
sion of the film My Favorite 
Year opens this fall. “It’s a 
contemporary look back at 
Broadway history,” enthuses 
Flaherty, “with nods to Frank 
Loesser and Jules Styne. It’s 
wonderful writing that sort of 
out-and-out entertainment 
Broadway number, with cho¬ 
rus girls and all.” ▼

E xcuse me, but I can’t 
say it better or more 
succinctly than 
Michael Feingold did 
in the Village Voice: “Once 
on This Island is, for the 
most part, such a cheery, 
skillfully made little entertain¬ 
ment that I can’t imagine any¬ 
one taking violent exception 
to it. At the same time, it’s 
such a pleasantly familiar, in¬ 
nocuous sort of work that the 
wild enthusiasm it’s aroused 
in some quarters seems equal¬ 
ly out of place.” 

It’s not that the show’s sim¬ 
ple charms have been diluted 
by being blown up for the 
stage of the Curran Theatre 
(1600 seats) from the intimacy 
of its birthplace in the Man¬ 
hattan Theatre Club (smaller

than Josie’s) or even the 
Booth Theatre (800 seats), 
where it played on Broadway. 
What prevents greater enthu¬ 
siasm, at least on my part, is 
the mild indifference engen 
dered by the show’s willfully 
abundant professionalism. 

Once on This Island tells 
with Caribbean flavor the oft- 
told story — from Undine and 
Rusalka to The Student 
Prince and Disney’s The Lit¬ 
tle Mermaid — of lovers sep¬ 
arated by class. In creating a 
brand-new myth of the is¬ 
lands, this version adds a. ca¬ 
lypso beat and a merry band 
of playful Shango gods who 
incite the action and bend its 
course. 

I misunderstood the open¬ 
ing, which is one of those 
“Wilkommen”/“Tradition” 
type numbers which sets the 
scene. Basing my expecta¬ 
tions on the openings this 
one’s modeled after, Island’s 
“We Dance” seemed to lack 
impact. It wasn’t until mid¬

way through the 90-minute 
show that a small crowd 
pleaser — Tony-nominated 
Sheila Gibbs of the original 
Broadway company perform¬ 
ing the song “Mama Will Pro¬ 
vide” — supplied what had 
been missing among the 
show’s assumed air of earnest 
innocence: fun. Then I melt¬ 
ed, finally realized the hum¬ 
ble aspirations and scope of 
the show, and relaxed into its 
nicely crafted coziness. 

Lack of Restraint 


Yet in the final number 
came the heart that could 
have set the show throbbing 
had it beaten at the start. In 
explaining “Why We Tell the 
Story,” the natives relieve 
their anger and sorrow to¬ 
ward the oppressive caste sys¬ 
tem of their island by cele¬ 
brating the power of love and 
hope to provide forgiveness. 
Their song actually 
strengthens their oppression — 
it’s a palliative, not an anti¬ 


Perversely, it’s the craft 
that gets in the way. While 
the show’s contained size and 
finely wrought construction 
are admirably envisioned and 
attained, what is lacking is 
that restraint from profession¬ 
alism which would have al¬ 
lowed the story to breathe. Is¬ 
land is so surely put togeth¬ 
er, its charm so professionally 
seamed, as to prevent our par¬ 
ticipation. We need only ob¬ 
serve, and that left me cool.

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Dissecting the 
American Inferno

O n a vague summer 
afternoon sometime 
back in the ’60s, 
Oedipa Maas re¬ 
turns from a Tupperware par¬ 
ty “whose hostess had per¬ 
haps put too much kirsch in 
the fondue” to discover that 
she has been named the ex¬ 
ecutrix of real estate mogul 
Pierce Inverarity’s estate. 

This task embroils her, 
through the course of Thomas 
Pynchon’s famous novel The 
Crying of Lot 49, in the ever- 
darkening world of Southern 
California’s malcontents and 
right-wing extremists. If we 
could put this novel in an aes¬ 
thetic oven for about 30 years, 
allowing for two economic re¬ 
cessions, S&L scandals that 
have driven the country to 
the verge of complete 
bankruptcy and an all but de¬ 
cayed public education sys¬ 
tem quickly being replaced 
by a surveillance police state, 
we might find the characters 
inhabiting the stimulating 
new work by the playwright 
Han Ong. 

Billed as a “multicultural 
drama told in free verse,” 
Ong’s latest play, Reasons to 
Live. Reason to Live. Half. 
No Reason, presented by the 
Magic Theatre, is an unflinch¬ 
ing and often startling dissec¬ 
tion of the greed, racism, ha¬ 
tred and incipient emptiness 
fueling what James Baldwin 
once called the American in¬ 
ferno. 

Release From Prison 

The play follows the life of 
Rudy (David Kim), who has 
been in prison the past 12 
years for murdering his moth¬ 
er. It opens on the last day of 
his sentence, as Rudy consid¬ 
ers in poetic musings the 
meaning of his release. Using 
the words to a popular lyric, 
he says, “I’m free to do what 


I want any old time.” 

Like Dorothy considering 
the rainbow, Rudy intently 
admires the blueness of his 
first sky in the Oz of his free¬ 
dom when he is set upon by 
Rick and Rick (Craig Dicker- 
son and Colin Hale), a savage 
rendition of Tweedle Dee and 
Tweedle Dum, wearing 
shorts and baseball caps that 
say “Just Do It.” 

Rick and Rick are like the 
Three Stooges meet A Clock¬ 
work Orange. They perform

a verbal pas de deux in whi^h 
they talk about the way that 
“Africans” have supplanted 
white privilege, “their 
birthright.” 

Out for kicks in the poor¬ 
est part of town, they want to 
beat up “a brewery worker or 
a black.” And when they see 
Rudy, they taunt him by say¬ 
ing, “You’re not even a 
black.” 

Rick and Rick are Ong’s

but also a stab at the blindly 
exclusionary politics of the 
gay community, as their rela¬ 
tionship is homoerotic, par¬ 
tially revolving around fan¬ 
tasies of appearing in Herb 
Ritts photographs. 

The first act of the play un¬ 
folds skillfully, with one dy¬ 
namic scene after another. 
Rudy, thinking that he’s a 
freak and an outsider in soci¬ 
ety because of his status as an 
ex-con, finds to the contrary 
that just about everyone he 
encounters has also spent 
time in prison (for a society 
that will incarcerate approxi¬ 
mately 30 percent of its inhab¬ 
itants, this does not seem so 
far-fetched). 

These prisoners form a 
quiet, watchful brotherhood, 
not unlike the anarchistic 
shadow group WASTE that 
Oedipa encounters in her 
travels. 

Passing the Light On 

In the second act, however, 
I felt my patience wearing a 
little thin. The play seems 
slightly repetitive and a little 
trite. Rudy becomes a light¬ 


house keeper, learning from 
the last resident there, also a 
former prisoner, that “once 
you have found light, it’s your 
duty to pass it on to other 
people.” In the lighthouse 
Rudy builds another prison 
for himself and his girlfriend 
Dusa (Kate Stern), and this 
eventually destroys their rela¬ 
tionship. 

Since Ong’s play is a hy¬ 
brid of performance art 
monologues, TV and movie 
genres, and traditional theatre, 
the residue of the linear nar¬ 
rative in the play strikes me 
as slightly hollow and flat. It’s 
like the plot in an opera. 
What I care about are the 
arias. 

The ending of the play is 
too pat, achieving a resolution 
that the situation does not de¬ 
mand and, in fact, is inca¬ 
pable of achieving. Rudy kills 
Dusa and in turn Rick and 
Rick murder him — very 
bleak, but also predictable in 
a Hollywood kind of way. 

The lyric language of 
Ong’s play, under the skillful 
direction of Brian Kulick, be¬ 
comes agile drama. In the less 


successful production of 
Bachelor Rat at Artaud’s 
Noh Space, Ong’s penchant 
for repeating entire scenes 
verbatim was excruciating to 
sit through. In Reasons to 
Live, Kulick negotiates the 
same format into a new arena 
by quickening the pace of the 
repeated scene and heighten¬ 
ing its energy. 

Despite its minor difficul¬ 
ties, Reasons to Live is a 
challenging, well-acted play. 
Of special note are Kate 
Stern’s zombielike portrayal 
of Dusa and Craig Dicker¬ 
son’s work as one of the 
Ricks and the clothing store 
salesman. 

Ong’s work deals with dif¬ 
ficult subject matter that is 
rarely examined today. He 
opens up the Campbell’s can 
of worms that has been sit¬ 
ting on American shelves for 
a long time. ▼

Re-Creating the Gay Experience

G ay novelist Harlan 
Greene ( Why We 
Never Danced the 
Charleston and 
What the Dead Remember) 
was in the Bay Area recently 
for a visit with his brother 
and sister-in-law and to read 
at A Different Light Book¬ 
store. Interviewed by the 
B.A.R. when he and his psy¬ 
chiatrist lover, Olin Jolley, 
were preparing to spend a 
couple days in Carmel, 
Greene, 38, who has an essay 
on his native Charleston, S.C., 
in John Preston’s anthology 
Hometowns: Gay Men Write 
About Where They Belong, 
believes the great benefit of 
writers setting their narra¬ 
tives in their hometowns is to 
be able to say, “Dammit, I can 
be gay in my hometown, too!” 

Asked about why he still 
feels so decidedly Charlestoni¬ 
an now that he is working as 
an archivist at the North Car¬ 
olina Preservation Consor¬ 
tium in Chapel Hill, Greene 
cited a “tidal pull,” a kind of 
bonding to his natal city. He 
also characterized the tidal 
pull as “an imprinting by un¬ 
derwater Charleston,” an ef¬ 
fect produced day by day 
throughout the warm months 
by the intense, damp heat. 
“There is the unique atmo¬ 


sphere and the very physical- 
ity of the land in my con¬ 
sciousness,” he said. 

Expanding on the value of 
the hometown as a setting for 
gay fiction, Greene used his 
own term, “unghettoizing,” to 
describe the freeing of gay 
writers to use scenes not i n 
New York, San Francisco or 
Los Angeles. “Publishers 
have come to realize that ap¬ 
pealing gay fiction can be set 
anywhere,” he stated. 

Because he is a Southerner 
— and Charleston is in some 
ways a highly typical South¬ 
ern city — Greene has been 


categorized as “Southern 
Gothic.” Though he admits 
to being attracted to the con¬ 
ventions of that style and con¬ 
firms that such writers as Eu- 
dora Welty and Truman 
Capote have influenced his 
art, he is emphatic about his 
own relation to that category: 
“I didn’t set out to be South¬ 
ern Gothic. The resemblance 
is more in the consciousness 
of the reader than it is in my 
own writing.”

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The Ear That Hears Queer 


by John F. Karr 

J ohnny D. — tagged “Joan 
Baez with a crew cut” — 
isn’t only in love with 
Joan Baez. He’s a queer 
boy also in love with tra¬ 
ditional folk music, who looks 
at it for a reflection not just of 
his love but of himself. After 
all, isn’t he one of the folk? 

Trouble is, there isn’t any 
queer folk music pre-Holly, 
but that hasn’t daunted John¬ 
ny D. With the rectitude of 
Woody, the righteousness of 
Pete, the unfettered logic (as 
well as the clean-cut good 
looks) of a young Smothers 
Brother, Johnny D. has sim¬ 
ply reinvented the folk music 
he loved as a kid. 

“Folk music is always 
changing,” Johnny explains, 
“so I can change it because 
I’m a folk musician.” 

That’s how simple it is to 
make folk music queer when 
it wasn’t before, and that’s the 
way Johnny’ll be singing it on 
Wednesdays in May at The 
Marsh in a program he calls 
Collar Me Blue — Working- 
Class Love Songs for a Queer 
Nation. 

“I’m trying to say that 
somewhere deep in the 
Rocky Mountains, or in the 
old South, guys fell in love 
with guys, and girls with 
girls,” Johnny explains. 

“What I’m doing is taking 
standard American folk id¬ 
ioms and putting them into 
the queer realm. I’m not a 
songwriter, so I want to bring 
the rich, wonderful songs that 
are already available to my 
own culture.” 

Johnny can do that because 
he has an uncanny ear that

hears queer. Rifling old song- 
books and older records for 
tunes, he zeroes in on the 
places a gay insinuation may 
reside. Sometimes he’ll 
change a pronoun or casually 
drop in a personal aside. But 
that’s not usually necessary. 
In the force of his vision, in 
the way he hears it and sings 
it back to us, there’s just 
something that makes it 
queer. 

Sounding a Gay Plaint 

He doesn’t have to do any¬ 
thing except sing one of the 
first known blues songs, “Joe 
Turner’s Blues,” to sound a 
gay plaint: “They tell me Joe 
Turner’s come and gone — got 
my man and gone.” 

Similarly, his favorite 
song, “Careless Love,” only 
needs to be sung by a man to 
become a gay song. “I subti¬ 
tle it, ‘Railroad men, who 
needs ’em? I do!’ ” And he 


sings, “It’s on this railroad 
bank I stand, all for the love 
of a railroad man ... .” 

One of Johnny’s signature 
tunes is “Fishin’ Blues,” about 
the tight camaraderie men 
can share. “It’s so playful,” 
Johnny says, and then ex¬ 
plains the real reason it al¬ 
most makes him blush. “It’s a 
guy song. Whenever I have a 
crush on a guy, I imagine do¬ 
ing down-to-earth things with 
him, real guy stuff, like goin’ 
fishing.” 

Playful or serious, not all 
of Johnny’s tunes are as pure 
or traditional. One surprise 
up his flannel sleeve is a 
countrified version of Abba’s 
disco hit, “Dancing Queen.” 

“The thing I like about my 
shows is that they’re fun,” 
Johnny enthuses. “People of¬ 
ten expect folk singing to be 
an overtly political event. 
What I do is political, but not 
overtly.” 

Although he’d emulated 
Joan Baez since he first 
saw her as a 10-year-old in 
1963, it took years for Johnny 
to realize his dream. It was 
delayed by stints in Vista and 
the Peace Corps, and by his 
longtime nursing of his lover, 
the set designer Peter Grote, 
who died of AIDS in 1988. 
“After Peter died, I saw there 
were things I’d never accom¬ 
plished, and I saw I must do 
them or die.” 

Galvanized, Johnny studied 
guitar and began singing. His 
vocal style is perhaps most ac¬ 
curately described as drawl¬ 
ing on pitch, and it’s bracing- 
ly in the tradition of folk’s 
craggy originals — as is his dis¬ 
armingly revisionist approach 
(Continued on page 38)

Genesis Children 

directed by Anthony Aikman; Insider Video Club 


Genesis Children oozes the kind of pubescent and pre- 
pubescent eroticism Joel Schumacher hinted at but 
didn't dare accentuate in his remake of Lord of the Flies 
a few years back. Made in 1972, this tale of teens set 
loose on the shores of Italy is billed by its distributor, In¬ 
sider Video Club of Los Angeles, as a "lost classic." I 
wouldn't go that far — I don't think classics are supposed 
to date this much — but the film does intrigue. A voyeuris¬ 
tic clergyman (Peter Clawson, a Judge Bork look-alike) 
lures some boys to the Italian coast, where he's lined up 
a number of theoretically growth-enhancing experiences 
for them that revolve (sort of) around "putting on a play 
for God." The action's all fragmented, though, and the di¬ 
alogue dippy even by '70s standards: "For me there's 
nothing more complex than simplicity"; "In the midst of 
beauty there's decay — and in the midst of decay there's 
beauty"; and "Life is a meadow." If you're into artsy su¬ 
perimpositions of young boys frolicking on the beach, 
their dicks afloppin' in the breeze (with Gregorian chant 
in the background, no less), this is the pic for you; other¬ 
wise, you may find it a tad much. A real curiosity. Gene¬

Sexual Orientation: Reading Between the Labels 
directed by Eileen Littig; Newist/CESA No. 7 


This straightforward tape is designed for use in high 
school and college classrooms and by counselors. Inter¬ 
views with young gays and lesbians, in which they dis¬ 
cuss the joys and sorrows of being homosexual, are 
mixed with advice/commentary by various experts. The 
advice is well-considered: come out to yourself first, 
don't come out if you're not ready; have a good reason 
for coming out to your parents (you want to include them 
in your whole life), don't just come out to get back at 
them or to make them mad; don't leave home if you don't 
have a support system already set up ("The streets are 
tougher than almost anything at home"); don't come out 
to your parents if they're not ready. The overriding mes¬ 
sage here is, as Andy Humm, director of education of the 
Herrick-Martin Institute, puts it, "You can have a life ... 
you can do anything you want to do." Sexual Orienta¬ 
tion, which comes with teacher's guide, is available for

Fit!, The First Integrated Training for Men 
produced by David R. Holland; Men's Fit for Life Prod. 


Fit! is a daily workout tape that combines aerobics, 
Iyengar yoga-inspired flexibility exercises and meditation. 
Each segment is well-produced, with upbeat easy listen¬ 
ing music behind the aerobics and 
a shift to New Age in the latter two 
parts. An appealing and (apparent¬ 
ly) mostly gay group performs in 
each. The aerobics instructions, 
choreographed by Jon Giswold, 
could be more specific, but they're 
not impossible to pick up. The in¬ 
clusion of yoga and meditation is in 
line with studies that indicate that 
relaxation and exercise improve 
immune cell levels. This holistic fit¬ 
ness tape is less hyperactive than 
most, and its heart is clearly in the 
right place. Those who can carve out 55 minutes per day 
for this body/mind workout will undoubtedly profit.

(equal to $1,000,000 per year) 
for HIV education, has made. 
As of Dec. 31, 1991, there 
were 925 persons diagnosed 
with AIDS in Denmark, and 
an estimated 5,500 Danes are 
HIV positive. 

“Today, everyone in this 
country knows what gay is — 
even the old woman in the 
small country village. AIDS 
has changed the picture of 
gay men; it used to be images 
of cross-dressing and non-stop 
frivolity. Now I believe it is 
possible to be a gay person 
and live almost anywhere in 
Denmark. Of course, people 
will still talk, and you often 
have to make the first step. 
But if you show them you are 
normal — that you have a job, 
a house, a garden — then they 
will say, ‘OK.’ ” 

Lyding frequently men¬ 
tions the goal of being “nor¬ 
mal” in Denmark, the idea 
that gay people wish to be 
seen as no different from oth¬ 
er members of society. “Here 
the emphasis is not on being 
gay as an act of political or 
cultural criticism. In film, for 
example, gay people have 
regularly been part of our 
Danish movies for the past 20 
years. And the images are 
not negative, but interesting.” 

Lyding also believes that 
the Danes’ approval of gay 
“partnerships” is, in part, a re¬ 
sult of AIDS (they are not re¬ 
ally marriages, he explains, 
because although a same-sex 
couple receives all the same 
legal rights as a heterosexual 
couple, the ceremony is an ex¬ 
clusively civil one). 

Lyding says, “No one 
would officially tell you this, 
but AIDS helped our govern¬ 
ment see the need for shared 
benefits, the ability to inherit 
a partner’s pension, for exam¬ 
ple. But what’s also impor-

tant, what’s changing our soci¬ 
ety, is that the partnership 
tells the whole world that two 
people love each other. It’s a 
sign of normalcy.” 

A Desire for Passion 

Mikael Ekenberg, age 22 
and a generation younger 


than Lyding, sees the politics 
of AIDS and gay rights in 
Denmark very differently. 
After coming out at age 14, he 
moved to Copenhagen and 
has lived in, or visited, nearly 
two dozen countries in the 
world. Today, Ekenberg 
works as the director of the 
government-funded Stop 
AIDS Project. 

“I don’t think it’s easy at 
all to be gay outside of 
Copenhagen, unless you want 
to act very dull,” he says with 
a rakish smile. “You might 
still be smashed — you know, 
they mock you and maybe hit 
you. You can only be gay 
outside of the city if you be¬ 
have like a hetero man. I 
don’t always just want to be 
normal. There are times 
when I want to be provoca¬ 
tive. I want to feel.” 

Unlike his U.S. peers, 
Ekenberg is not angry with 
his government’s response to 
AIDS or disappointed that 
the virus has changed his sex 
life. “Before,” he explains, 
“there was so much cruising 
in toilets and bus stations. 
Now we want more passion, 
kisses, hearts. We want sex 
with words. You also have to 
live now. 

“Of course, there are some 
people who are bitter about 
having AIDS, but at least you 
can feel good that the govern¬ 
ment helps us. They give us 
free AZT, hospital care, blood 
testing, home care with a 24- 
hour nurse. There is even 
therapy for the person and for 
his family. There could be 
more, but for the size of our 
country, we do a lot.” 

Despite his world travels 
(financed, in part, he explains 
by unemployment insurance 
from the Danish government), 
Ekenberg has strong feelings 
of Danish pride. “There is so 
much American culture here, 
but I think we are getting 
tired of that. I love Denmark. 
And I want to eat Danish 
food and wear Danish clothes. 
I want to support my own 
country, my own community. 

“I am so afraid of a world 
based only on money. That is 
what I saw when I lived in 
Los Angeles. The people I 
met were so fixated on mate¬ 
rial things — cars, a house, 
money, muscles. The gay peo¬ 
ple were so obsessed with be¬ 
ing gay. I could not live that 
way.” 

Ekenberg speaks with a 
rush of words, with the enthu¬ 
siasm, contradictions and 
truth of a young man. He re¬ 
minds me that although Den¬ 
mark has pioneered homosex¬ 
ual partnerships, “you still 
cannot adopt kids, because 
they think that would be im¬ 
moral. They think the men 
would abuse the child. There 
is still a terrible double stan¬ 
dard here.” 

Vivid Reminder 

Nigel Humphrey and 
Sabin Apalategsi, both in 
their late thirties, were mar¬ 
ried on Jan. 3, 1991, in Copen¬ 
hagen, and their public part¬ 
nership serves as a vivid re¬ 
minder that life for two gay 
men can be very different in 
Denmark. When we meet at 
their spacious, sun-filled third- 
floor walk-up flat, Sabin does 
most of the talking — as Nigel 
is busy baking a chocolate 
cake for a friend’s birthday 
party later that evening. 

Apalategsi agrees with 
Ekenberg that differences ex¬ 
ist between life for a gay per¬ 
son in Copenhagen versus the 
country, but overall he be¬ 
lieves Denmark is a remark¬ 
ably positive place for gay 
men and lesbians. “Part of the

difference here is that we are 
a very small country and we 
feel so connected to one an¬ 
other. We simply can’t ignore 
each other. And our press has 
paid careful, extensive atten¬ 
tion to the AIDS crisis.” 

Apalategsi also tells me 
that one of the keys to his 
own happiness, one of the 
things he believes the Danes 
have helped promote, is a 
sense of self-acceptance. “Be¬ 
cause of the partnership, I can 
call Nigel my husband — and 
my wife, too! But it’s some¬ 
thing that I am very happy to 
say to other people, and it 
gives me a way to casually re¬ 
veal who I am. Sometimes 
they don’t quite get it at first, 
but then it sinks in and they 
realize I exist as a person, that 
there is someone who I love 
and who cares for me.” 

Both men mention that 
their social lives are busy, 
filled with many friends and 
defined, most often, by mixed 
gatherings of same-sex and 
heterosexual couples. Their 
comments suggest the gay 
ghetto — geographic, social, 
mental — may be disappearing 
in Denmark. 

Liberating Dimension 

Apalategsi also believes 
there is a larger purpose, a po¬ 
tentially liberating dimension 
to the nightmare of AIDS. 
“Very recently,” he says, “I 
was holding a friend’s hand 
who was dying — and it was a 
beautiful experience. I accept 
that I may be dying, but this 
has made me much happier 
with my life, more introspec¬ 
tive, more positive in how I 
approach things. There is 
nothing more to lose, nothing 
to hide. I think AIDS has giv¬ 
en a certain sense of transcen¬ 
dence to gay people. We’ve all 
had to ask: What am I doing 
here? For many of us this has 
led to a better sense of self-ac¬ 
ceptance. And this, despite 
the terrible pain of our friends’ 
dying, is good.” 

Both husbands agree that 
one of the reasons there ap¬ 
pears to be less anger, less 
frustration among gays in 
Denmark is the nation’s free 
market/socialist economy (all 
Danes pay a nearly 50 percent 
income tax). Humphrey ex¬ 
plains, “Here we take our so¬ 
cial services for granted. It’s 
not like the U.S. where there 
is such pressure to earn mon¬ 
ey. We know that in our sys¬ 
tem we will take care of each 
other.” 

Apalategsi understands, 
however, the need for anger

among gay activists in the 
States. “There has to be a col¬ 
lection of energy if you want 
to make a change, especially 
when your government makes 
it so difficult. But, also, social 
change has to begin with the 
person — you have to start by 
finding your own happiness. 
That is what we have tried to 
do.” 

As we finish our talk, I real¬ 
ize how relaxed I feel, how my 
spirits have been lifted by the 
cheerful, radiant calm this cou¬ 
ple exudes. Just before leaving, 
I ask if there is anything either 
man believes American gays 
might learn from Denmark. 

Sabin smiles and then says, 
“Perhaps nothing too big, just 
more love, more self-accep¬ 
tance, more honesty.” Derek, 
his cake an apparent success, 
has returned to the living 
room and adds to his partner’s 
remarks: “Here we have a 
word called ‘aerlighed.’ It’s 
something the Danes value 
very much, and it means au¬ 
thenticity and also purity and 
fairness. We enjoy the quality 
of honesty. Because you 
should never be afraid of be¬ 
ing yourself.” ▼

Avengers Stymie Twanda

I n my last column (April 
2), I explained the func¬ 
tions of fats, proteins 
and carbohydrates as 
well as some strategies and 
food choices for weight loss. I 
hope that by now you’ve al¬ 
ready embarked on the initial 
stages of fat and calorie re¬ 
duction. To make it a little 
less mind-bogglingand/or bor¬ 
ing, here are a few recipes to 
(literally) chew on. 

Carrot-Apple Salad 

This is one of my all-time 
favorites. All you need is one 
apple (I prefer a green Pippin 
for the tangy flavor) for every 
two carrots. If you’re using a 
very large carrot, you can 
probably get by with one. Ul¬ 
timately, the ratio is up to 
you. 

Grate the apple and carrots 
into a bowl and mix well. 
The juice of the apple is usu¬ 
ally so sweet that nothing 
more is needed except cinna¬ 
mon. However, you may 
want to add just a few raisins 
and/or sunflower seeds, but 
don’t go overboard. Because 
of the abundance of fiber and 
pectin, which is known to 
help move fat through the 
system quickly, this is not 
only a low-calorie meal, but a 
diet aid. 

Extra Super Wonderful 
Salad with Chicken 
Breast and Orange 

One of the tricks to suc¬ 
cessful dieting is presentation. 
This includes not only an ar¬ 
ray of interesting tastes, but 



color as well. I always try to 
get as much color into my sal¬ 
ads as possible. Besides let¬ 
tuce and herbs (such as dill or 
cilantro), scallions, parsley 
and celery for the green por¬ 
tion, I include red and yellow 
peppers and carrots. Because 
of the addition of fruit (in¬ 
stead of tomato), these sweet 
vegetables work together 
well. 

Garlic and red onion, a 
touch of canola or safflower 
oil, balsamic vinegar, car¬ 
damom and cinnamon are the 
finishing touches. 

On a bed of lettuce (red, 
green leaf or Boston) layer the 
various chopped vegetables. 
After each layer, sprinkle the 
spices, add some chicken 
breast and orange pieces. I 
also squeeze some of the or¬ 
ange juice over the vegetables 
to mix with the vinegar and 
oil. In season, I will add a 
sliced peach to the ingredi¬ 
ents, reducing the orange by 
one-half. This is a delicious 
and low-fat way to get your

(Continued from previous page) 
protein and vegetables. 

Marinated Tuna Salad 

This is a great meal to 
take anywhere (to work, to 
the gym, on a picnic), as it can 
be piled into a container and 
marinated until you are ready 
to eat it. You can make a cou¬ 
ple of meals’ worth if you are 
planning to be away from 
home for quite a few hours 
and just eat a bit at a time for 
each meal. 

Chop and mix into a can 
(or more) of tuna packed in 
water, a few celery sticks, 
fresh dill, scallions, a carrot 
and a tomato. Mix in balsam¬ 
ic vinegar to taste and per¬ 
haps a little garlic powder. 
This can be eaten out of the 
container or served on a bed 
of lettuce. Again, this is ex¬ 
tremely low-fat. 

Hina Tacos 

Corn tortillas are usually 
made with nothing but corn 
meal, salt and lime (check the 
labels). They are also ex¬ 
tremely inexpensive. Take a 
couple from the package and 
put on a cookie sheet in ei¬ 
ther a 350-degree oven (to 
warm them) or in the broiler 
(for a crispier version). 

After removing them from 


the oven, cover each tortilla 
with shredded lettuce and 
tuna fish, to which has been 
added chopped onion or scal¬ 
lions, celery, spices to your 
taste and salsa (the hotter the 
better for me). If you like it 
really hot, a chopped jalapeno 
pepper can work wonders. 

Hot Pepper and Garlic 
Chicken Breasts 

Place a number of bone¬ 
less, skinless chicken breasts 
on a cookie sheet. To reduce 
the fat even further, you can 
purchase a wire grill upon 
which to place the chicken, 
which in turn is placed on the 
cookie sheet to catch the fat. I 
found mine at a local hard¬ 
ware store in the baking sec¬ 
tion — they’re really for cook¬ 
ies and cakes, I think, but are 
the best for our purposes and 
the cheapest! 

Take a few cloves of garlic 
(at your discretion) and 
squeeze with garlic crusher 
and spread onto the chicken. 
Then break up little pieces of 
dried red chilies and dot the 
meat (just like you were dec¬ 
orating cookies). Bake in a 
350- to 370-degree oven until 
brown on top. Meat should be 
cooked all the way through. 

Baked Hot Garlic 
Turkey Breast 

Using a boned and skinless 
turkey breast, make little inci¬ 


sions with a knife into which 
garlic cloves should be insert¬ 
ed. Sprinkle (sparingly) the 
dried red chili peppers. Place 
the turkey on a rack in a bak¬ 
ing or roasting dish and cover 
with aluminum foil to keep 
the juices in. Cook in a 350- to 
375-degree oven. 

Depending on the size, this 
can take from 30 minutes to 
over an hour. Check to see 
that meat is cooked all the 
way through by slicing into 
the center. If you like a crispy 
“skin,” remove the tin foil for 
the last ten minutes. This can 
also be done in a microwave 
(it’s a lot faster), but you’ll 
have to experiment with 
times as each microwave is 
slightly different. A covering 
is not necessary as mi¬ 
crowaves tend to retain juices 
in foods more efficiently.

lesbian community and 
whose energy, wisdom and 
talents have proven that ad¬ 
vancing age does not neces¬ 
sarily diminish one’s partici¬ 
pation in life, involvement 
with issues such as ageism 
and racism, or cultural and 
artistic contributions. This 
year’s honorees are Mary 
Flick, Vera Martin and Char¬ 
lotte Ostergren, who will each 
receive $200. 

Honored for Activism 

Flick is being honored for 
her activity in the peace 
movement, the ERA cam¬ 
paign and the National Orga¬ 
nization for Women. She has 
worked with various women’s 
groups within the Unitarian 
Church. As a performer she 
has been involved with both 
the Options for Women Over 
Forty Experimental Theatre 
and her “current love,” the 
Mothertongue Feminist The¬ 
atre Collective. In addition, 
she is an active member of 
the Older Lesbians of the Bay 
Area and GLOE. 

Martin has been an activist 
for over 40 years, working 
with such organizations as the 
NAACP and Connexus in Los 
Angeles, where she also was 


actively involved in improv¬ 
ing the LA public school sys¬ 
tem and in union organizing. 
In the Bay Area, she currently 
volunteers with the Black 
Gay and Lesbian Leadership 
Forum, the Old Lesbian Or¬ 
ganizing Committee and the 
Old Lesbians of the Bay Area. 

Ostergren was the Gay 
Softball League’s first woman 
commissioner and organized 
a number of charity events in 
the early 1970s, including the 
tricycle races at The Mint and 
others for the Tavern Guild. 
She helped write Operation 
Concern’s first grant and is 
also known for playing Aun¬ 
tie Em in the SIR production 
of The Wizard of Oz. 

The outstanding achieve¬ 
ments of the other nominees 
will also be honored. These 
women include Jeanne Adle- 
man, Rusty Brown, Charlotte 
Coleman, Sarah Davis, Dottie 
Fowler, Reba Hudson, Moni¬ 
ka Kehoe, Frances Lorraine, 
Janny MacHarg, Jess McVey, 
Kate Rosenblatt, Mickey 
Spencer, Rikki Streicher and 
Natalie Zarchin. 

The awards are from the 
monies remaining after 
Bond’s death which were 
originally intended to assist 
her with home care after her 
hospital stay. Since she never 
returned home, her friend 
Terry Baum decided to use 
the funds to acknowledge the 
life and work of other old 
Bay Area lesbians, and with 
continued donations, the 
awards will hopefully be on a 
biannual basis. 

Combatting Invisibility 

Flick cites the importance 
of the awards as a way to 
“combat the invisibility” of 
old women and lesbians in 
particular. They are, as well, 
a way to celebrate the inspir¬ 
ing lives of these women and 
do something that the 77- 
year-old Flick points out our 
youth-oriented culture has for¬ 
gotten how to do: show some 
respect for age. 

Entertainment will include 
the humor of the event’s emcee, 
LA lesbian stand-up comic 
Ivy Bottini; Terry Baum’s per¬ 
formance of an excerpt from 
One Fool, her popular and 
critically successful one-wom¬ 
an show; and composer-singer 
Janny MacHarg’s songs about 
being old and gay.

“Folk music got so lame in 
the ’70s and ’80s,” he com¬ 
plains.

It 
had more purpose in the ’60s, 
when it was focused on civil 
rights and intermingled with 
church music and was getting 
people ready to do battle. 
Once I’d chosen the old mate¬ 
rial, the whole idea of Queer 
Folk came along. Now I 
want it to be a movement — 
it’s so rousing and real.” ▼

spewed about “boy-man con¬ 
fusion” (whatever that is). Psy¬ 
chiatrist Dr. Richard Isay was 
then presented, to say that in 
his practice he “picks up the 
pieces of Nicolosi’s patients.” 

One Nicolosi patient, 
Richard Cohen, claims to 
have changed. He’s married 
now. Big smile. Nicely fur¬ 
nished apartment, but not too 
faggy-looking. How has he 
managed this change? By “re¬ 
pressing homosexual desires.’ 

Well, if he’s happy, I’m 
happy. The central idea that 
people can “change” is not at 
all threatening to me. I’m 
from the old gay lib school — 
people should love and fuck 
whomever they want. All of 
the hysterical sexual catego¬ 
rizing, from queers and 
straights, exactly illustrates 
the problem. 

But this 20/20 segment 
was certainly not about the 
incredible mysteries and flu¬ 
idity of human sexuality. It 
was about crackpots exploit¬ 
ing people’s insecurities and 
fears, misusing psychology. 
The program exposed a way 
in which the persecution of 
gay people is manipulated — 
the social issue given a scien¬ 
tific context. 

The subject is a huge one, 
though, historically, with im¬ 
plications reaching far beyond 
the modern gay movement; 
sexual identity relates to het¬ 
erosexuals, too. I was very 
pleased with 20/20’s reason¬ 
able approach, but someday, 
perhaps, the complexity of 
sexual identity will be made 
into one of those multipart 
PBS things. 

Although the reparative 
therapy folks — therapists and 
bogus support groups — do 
“treat” lesbians as well as gay 
men, they were not addressed 
in the 20/20 piece. 

Which brings me back to 
that very intriguing, if slightly 
nutty, statistic about seagulls. 
The fact was used to illustrate 
that homosexuality is natural, 
observed in animals as well 
as humans. Of course, I have 
myriad questions about the 
lesbian gull community — 
what they wear, the butch- 
femme issue, feminist theory. 
But what I really want to 
know is: Why Santa Barbara?

matic title What the Dead Re¬ 
member, Greene recalls how 
he was intrigued by the narra¬ 
tive device of the voice-over 
in the movie Sunset Boule¬ 
vard, in which a murdered 


screenwriter tells his story 
while lying face down in a 
pool filled with dead leaves. 
Though he didn’t want to be 
that explicit in his novel, 
Greene explained that he 
wanted to suggest what we 
think the dead would be most 
likely to recall — the grief 
and/or the happiness. 

The tendency to recall, to 


remember, is present 
throughout his fiction, reflect¬ 
ing his own training as a his¬ 
torian-archivist, an occupation 
he also developed at one 
point into a business, training 
librarians and others in relat¬ 
ed fields in archival tech¬ 
niques. The author is not 
drawn to the ante-bellum 
South, but rather to the earli¬ 


er decades of our own centu¬ 
ry. Presently Greene is work¬ 
ing on a novel based on an ac¬ 
tual person, a gay German 
Jew of the ’30s caught up in 
the fury of the Holocaust. 

Quite reticent about de¬ 
tails, he is willing to explain 
his predilection for historical 
fiction: “Things right now are 
too fresh, so much so that it’s 


hard to write about them.” 
Believing as he does that the 
gay experiences he re-creates 
are universal, he is willing to 
concentrate on other eras, 
thus demonstrating his faith 
that both the hometown and 
times past are valid settings 
for gay fiction. ▼

tion via a highly textured and 
rhythm-sampled auralscape 
that mixes sound bites and re¬ 
lentless beats into a master 
mix of body-grooving and 
mind-stimulating raps. 

Franti and Tse go to heart 
of the matter: taking personal 
responsibility for one’s own 
behavior. These songs talk 
back to the gangsta and fun¬ 
damentalism of cultural na¬ 
tionalism by raising the issues 


of respect for difference, the 
dehumanizing nature of sexist 
language, the community¬ 
killing lure of fame and the 
commonality of human expe¬ 
rience. 

Finally, heterosexual men 
are realizing that homophobia 
hurts them and their relation¬ 
ships and their kids as much 
as it does queer people. It 
seems to me no accident that 
the two self-identified hetero¬ 
sexual bands to address the 
destructiveness of homopho¬ 
bia, Disposable Heroes and 
Consolidated, both hail from 
San Francisco, where lesbians 


and gay men are out and ac¬ 
tive in fighting against racism 
and for the right of women to 
control their bodies. 

Disposable Heroes’ version 
of the Dead Kennedys’ “Cali¬ 
fornia Uber Alles” amplifies 
again the message of hope 
and empowerment of Jello Bi- 
afra and the extended family 
of Alternative Tentacles. 
Hypocrisy Is the Greatest 
Luxury sounds great, will 
move your butt, shake your 
mind, and open your heart.
